Washington, September 12.—(Special.)— 
Admiral Schiey has won the first victory 
before the court of inquiry which is in- 
vestigating his conduct during the Santi- 
ago campaign. Within less than three 
hours after the organization of the court 
he convinced Admirals Dewey and Ben- 
ham that his objection to Admiral Howi- 
s0n was based on good and_= sufficient 
grounds and Admiral Howison was re- 
lieved from duty as a member of the 
court. The decision was no surprise to 
those who watched the proceedings. The 
evidence was strong as to the possibility 
of Admiral Howison having already 
formed an opinion. There was no criticism 
on the part of Admiral Schley and his 
counsel of the statements Admiral* Howi- 
son was alleged to have made, but these 
statements were used to show that it was 
evident the admiral! had already formed 
an opinion on the merits of the case and 
was therefore disqualified.

Those who remained away from ihe

COURT BEGAN ITS WORK 

Admira! Dewey looks the picture of 
health and was kept busy acknow'edging 
the salutations of friends. Seventeen 
booms from a cannon in the navy yard, 
the official salute to Admiral Dewey, was 
the only demonstration marking the open- 
ing of the court of inquiry. 
gunners’ workshop, in which the court 
room is located, men in overalls moved 
quietly about, performing their duties, 
and the quietness of the place was dis- 
turbed only by the whir of machinery. 
This, to an extent, drowned the voices 
of witnesses and counsel. Except for the 
brilliant uniforms of the members of the 
court of inquiry and the presence of stiff, 
uniformed ‘guards, it is about as modest 
and unpretentious an affair as could be 
imagined. The court room is on the sec- 
ond floor of a new building and it is evi- 
dént that the arrangements were made 
especially for the occasion and not as a 
permanency.

Three witnesses were brought forward 
in support of his challenge, namely. 
Francis 8S. Frost, William E. Spon and 
Foster Nicholls. They wave very positive 
testimony as to expressions they had 
heard Admiral Howison make favorable 
to Admiral Sampson and unfavorable to 
Admiral Schley. Mr. Frost testified to a 
statement Admiral ‘Howison had made 
to him at Boston while the witness was 
seeking news as a reporter, Mr. Spon to 
remarks made while he and the admiral 
were journeying back to this country 
from Europe on a trans-Atlantic steamer. 
and Mr. Nicholls’ conversation occurred 
during a business cal] at Admiral Howi- 
son’s private residence in Yonkers, New 
York. 

On concluding this testimony, the ques- 
tion arose whether Admiral Howison 
would join jssue with the statements 
made by the witnesses or would rest upor 
his privilege to withhold any answer until 
he chose to submit it. 


ISSUE IS SPEEDILY MET 
BY ADMIRAL HOWISON 


The admiral.met the issue by turning 
at once to Admiral Dewey and announc- 
ing that he would make a written re- 
joinder to the statements of the thre’ 
witnesses. This rejoinder he prepared 
very speedily. While conceding the ac 
curacy of some points in the evidence, it 
threw considerable doubt on other points 
and disclaimed any recollection of the 
talks said to have taken place on the 
trans-Atlantic steamer. It was not suf- 
ficient, however, to counteract the very 
direct testimony given by the three wit- 
nesses, and, moreover,:the admiral him- 
self, in concluding his. statement, indi- 
cated plainly that he had no desire to 
remain op the court and was there simply 
in obedience to orders. He even appealed 
to his assoctates on the court to decide 
all doubtful questions as to his Cee y 
in favor of Admiral Schley. 

Before submitting the challenge to the 
determination of the court, Mr: Raynor 
cross-examined Admiral Howison~ very 
minutely as to his personal : sentiments 
tcward Admiral Sampson and ‘Admiral!

YACHT ESCAPED INJURY 


Tall Mast Was Forced to Dangerous 
Angle and Everyone Expected 
It To Go—Mainsail Slatted 
Like Claps of Thun- 

der. 


New York, September 12.—The Sham- 
rock II and her crew never had a more 
exciting experience than they had dur- 
ing ten. minutes this afternoon, when 
the yacht weathered a fierce squall] that 
came out of the west and blew at the 
rate of 4 miles an hour. 

The tall mast was leaning at an angle 
of between % and 45 degrees and every- 
body expected to see the mast go by the 
board. Gradually she righted and forged 
ahead, but a new danger threatened. The 
vacht was heading directly for the east 
point of that dangerous shoal known as 
Flynn’s Knoll, where there is only fifteen 
feet of water, and she draws about 41 
feet. The moment she had sufficient 
headway to go about Captain Sycamore 
jammed his tiller hard down and the 
boat responded, staggering up into the 
wind until the big mainsail slatted Uke 
claps of thunder, and it looked as if the 
jib would jerk the bowsprit out of her. 

But not a rope yarn parted and as she 
filled away, heeling down again to the 
danger angle, she cleared the shoal and 
was soon out in deep water again. Then 
a couple of men were sent aloft to unlace 
the luff of the gaff topsail from the mast 
and send it down. A few minutes later 
the tender Lawrence passed the. yacht 
a line, the main sail was lowered and the 
yacht made fast to her moorings at 2:30 
o'clock.

GORDON MAKES HIS ANSWER. 


Savannah Man Tells of His Dealings 
with Carter. 

New York, September 12.—Beirne Gor- 
don, one of the defendants named in the 
suit brought by the United States gov- 
ernment to recover property owned by 
former Captain O. M. Carter, engineer in 
the United States army, filed his answer 
in the United States circuit court today. 

Gordon says that he ig a resident of 
Savannah, Ga., and that in the fall of 1896 
he obtained ‘a loan of $10,000, giving a 
mortgage on property owned by him. He 
was told that the money was advanced 
by R. F. Westcott, the father in law 
of Carter, who afterwards transferred 
the mortgage to Carter.

Several Encounters Between the 
Troops of Colombia and 
Venezuela Reported

SITUATION ON FRONTIER 
SAID 10 BE VERY GRAVE 


Recruiting Going on Daily and 
Steamers Being Impressed by 
Government—Commander 
Sargent Reports Quiet 
at the Isthmus. 


Washington, September 12.—The consul 
at Mardcaibo, Venezuela, has informed 
the state department, under cete of 
August 31, that no disquieting news has 
been received from the state of Tachira, 
but that the situation on the frontier 
of the Indian territory of La Goagira is 
very grave, and that large bodies of Co- 
lombian troops are missing. Several 
fights between them and the Venezuelan 
troops have: taken place, and many 
wounded have been brought to Sinamai- 
ca and Maracaibo. Recruiting is going 
on daily, animals and steamers are being 
taken for goverment service and the com- 
merce of the region is crippled. 

The navy department has made public 
an extract from a small report, dated 
September 2, from Commander Sargent, 
of the gunboat Machias, in which. he re- 
ports that after a careful personal in- 
vestigation of affairs on the isthumus of 
Panama, he has been unable to discover 
any foundation for the alarming stories 
published by the newspapers. 

Isthmus Is Tranquil. 


He reports the isthmus to be in a more 
tranquil condition than during 1899 and 
1900; that the forces of the insurgents, 
as far'as he can ascertain, were largely 
broken in an engagement before Panama 
in July, 1901, and since that time they 
have been without leaders or organiza- 
tion, and generally without arms. Petty 
pillage is the only act of violence com- 
mitted by the insurgents and the rail- 
road is not molested. The best authori- 
ties report that the Colombian insurgents 
number about 3,500 on the ‘ishmus, the 
greatér part armed with machetes and the 
rest, he says, with smooth-bore muskets 
ef shotguns.

Ecuador To Be Neutral. 


The Colombian legation tonight re 
ceived a long cablegram from the state 
department at Bogota, the Colombian 
capital, reporting that everything was 
quiet there and announcing a lack of au- 
thentic news regarding the bombard- 
ment of Rio Hacha by the Venezuelan 
fieet. The legation has received a letter 
from: the Colombian minister at Quito, 
Ecuador, dated August 28, saying that 
the Ecuador government has given him 
the most friendly assurances of an in- 
tention to maintain _ strict neutrality 
toward Colombia. The legation here 
gives credence to this report of Ecua- 
dor’s neutral policy. 


Thousands Have Been Killed. 

Mexico City, September 12.—Americans 
proceeding from South America state 
hat the Colombian situation is far worse 
than reported by the papers. They say 
that probably twenty-five thousand men 
have been’ killed since the beginning of 
the rebellion. One man claims to have 
seen a thousand. dead bodies piled in 
heaps and consumed by burning.

from the house and it was understood

Of the President. Additional lights 
burn forth in the Milburn home and 
the household is astir. Beyond the 
statement that the President is critieally 
ili no further announcemert has been 
authorized, but it is manifest that the 
President feees a grave menacing crisis. 
Alarm can be read in the actions of 
those whose nursing and care he is 
committed. 

The scene about the house is a dra- 
matic one. The attendants can be seen 
hurrying about behind the unshaded 
and brightly lighted windows and 
messengers come and go hastily through 
the guarded door. Outside a half a 
hundred newspaper correspondents are 
assembling awaiting news. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13.— 
3:25 a. m.—The president is so weak that 
he does not apparently suffer much. 
Strychnine, digitalis and other powerful 
heart stimulants do not produce effect 
and the worst.is feared. His death might 
occur any time from heart exhaustion. 
Mrs. McKinley has not yet been [nform- 
ed of the change for the worse. 


Buffalo, September 13.—At 3:35 Secreta- 
ries Wilson and Hitchcock, Abner Mc- 
Kinley, Dr. Baer and Private Secretary 
Certelyou were assembled in the main 
drawing room, and it was understood 
that none of them had up to that time 
been called to the sick room. 


The gravest anxiety was pictured on 
their faces. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13.— 
3:49 a. m.—The Physicians have come 
down stairs. except Drs. Rixey, Mann and 
Stockton, and carriages are arriving at 
the residence at a gallop. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13, 
8:42 a. m.—Secretary Cortelyou says he 
does not consider the president in ex- 
tremis, but that the worst is feared from 
Weakness of the heart. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13.— 
8:55 a m.—The physicians were still as- 
sembled at the bedside of the president. 
They were administering digitalis and 
strychnine. They looked for a rally, but 
up to that time no word of hope came 
from them to those who were in waiting 
outside, 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13.— 
3:56 a. m.—None of the president’s rela- 
tives or members of the cabinet has been 
admitted to the bedside. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 18.— 
At 4 o’clock no word of encauragement 
had come from the Milburn house. 


Milburn House, Buffalo. September 13.— 
At 4:02 Dr. Mann says the president has 
rallied somewhat. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13.— 
Drs. Mann and Mynter left the house at 
4 o'clock. The latter said: 

“The president is in better condition 
that he was an hour ago. We have not 
given up hope. He has rallied somewhat 
and we are going home.’’ Dr. Mann also 
gaid that the president rallied, but both 
physicians declined to go into details con- 
cerning the character of the heart stimu- 
lants administered or the cause of the 
collapse. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13.— 
Telegrams have been forwarded to Vice 
President Roosevelt notifying him of the 
sudden change for the worse in the pres- 
‘{dent’s condition, and the fears that are 
entertained. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13.— 
4:15 a. m.—The rally at 4 o’clock was very 
slight. At 4:15 Secretary Cortelyou and 
Mr. Milburn emerged from the house 
and walked up the sidewalk inside the 
roped enclosure. Secretary Cortelyou said 
the president was resting; that four phy- 
sicilans were in the sick chamber, but he 
offered little in the way of encouragement. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 13.— 
4:2 5a. m.—Only one doctor and one nurse 
are now at the president’s bedside. He 
is reported to be resting quietly. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, N. Y., Septem- 
ber 12.—For the first time there was a 
bad strain in the news from the pres!- 
dent's bedside tonight. Tomorrow morn- 
ing will probably show whether the com- 
plication that has arisen Is of a serio. Ss 
character. The food given to the presi- 
dent this morning has not been properly 
assimilated and passed, and the adminis- 
tration of food by the mouth has been 
discontinued. The president continued to 
complain of the fatigue, noted by the 
official bulletin in the afternoon. His 
pulse increased to 128. This is considered 
entirely too high for his temperature. 

One of the consulting physicians said 
that, judged by medical records, his pulse 
should be 9%. The acceleration of the 
pulse was attributed partly to the re- 
vulsion of the stomach against the food, 
and Dr. Mann privately assured Secre- 
taries «iitchcock and Wilson, the presi- 
dent’s brother, Abner McKinley, and 
others that the undigested food would 
probably pass away during the night, and 
that the president would be better in the 
morning. Drs. Wasdin, Stockton and 
Rixey remained in the sick room through- 
out the night, and those who left after 
the early evening consultation contrary 
to their custom, slipped away to the side 
entrance. This*in itself was considered 
significant, to say the least, by the little 
army of newspaper men. Heretofore they 
have not failed to give verbal interpreta- 
tion of the official bulletins to the news- 


paper men. 
At midnight the relief so much desired 
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came. He had two operations of the 
boweis within a few minutes. This gave 
great encouragement ana changec the 
character of the bulletin, which the 
Physicians were even then preparing. 

In it they announced that all the un- 
favorable symptoms have improved since 
the last bulletin. 


PHYSICIANS ALARMED 
ABOUT PATIENT’S HEART 

The decreased rapidity of the pulse 
from 128 to 120 which followed the bowel 
movement was exceedingly gratifying. 

The physicians are really alarmed about 
the president’s heart. Still, the pulse re- 
mained much higher than it should be, 
with the temperature at 100.2. The nor- 
mal pulse for that temperature is about 
9%. The action of the bowels was pro- 
duced by the administration of calomel 
and oil. 

One of those fully identified with every 
feature of the case tonight made the fol- 
lowing statement of the case to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press: 

“The trouble and source of danger now 
is in the stomach and bowels. The amount 
of indicah in the urine indicates a dis- 
turbance in the gastro-intestinal canal, 
called in medical terms intestinal toxema. 
The fact is that the president should not 
have been allowed to take any food 
through the stomach because of aes 
wound in that organ. Nourishment, there- 
fore, was administered through the rec- 
tum, but this has become an annoyance 
because of the irritation and soreness of 


that organ. 
“Nourishment, however, is absolutely 


necessary to keep up the strength. We 
hope that the next twenty-four hours will 
show a decided change for the tter in 
the general condition of the president. If 
it does not then, in my individual opinion, 
there may be cause for serious apprehen- 
sion as to the future. The physicians still 
feel that the president has more than a 
chance for recovery.” 

Dr. Stockton, a local ‘general practi- 
tioner with a high reputation, was called 
in for the first time tonight, it being ex- 
plained that the complication that had 
arisen, was one with which a physician 
and not a surgeon would have to deal. 
Secretaries Wilson and Hitchcock, who 
were at the Milburn residence until 11 
o’clock, said when they departed that 
there was no cause for alarm, that the 
trouble was in the stomach and not in 
the wound and they believed the presi- 
dent’s condition would be improved in 
the morning. 

For hours the president failed to re- 
spond to the treatment to which he was 
subjected to to relieve him of the difficul- 
ty oceasioned by the failure of the or- 
gans of digestion and assimilation. The 
non-success of the treatment added to the 
depression that existed, but just at mid- 
night the relief so much desired came. 

The slight alarm which was felt when 
the afternoon bulletin appeared was in- 
creased when the pffsicians assembled 
for their evening eonsultation about an 
hour earlier than usual. The cheeril- 
ness of the morning was succeeded by 
apprehension and a dreary rain which 
began to fall added to the gloomy feeling 
which prevailed. . The bulletin was per- 
sonally delivered to the members 
press by ‘ Secretary -Cortelyou, and the 
frankness with which the physicians an- 


nounced that the president's condition 


was not so good, disquieting as it was, 
was a relief. It was felt to be additional 
proof that nothing was being concealed. 
WOUNDS IN STOMACH 

| ‘ PRACTICALLY HEALED 

It was explained semi-officially to~the 
Associated Press that the trouble which 
existed was due to the fact that the food 
taken this morning had not agreed with 
the president. It had not been disposed 
of and the rise in his pulse was attrib- 
uted to that fact. It was stated quite 
positively that the consulting physicians 
did not believe that the failure to digest 
the food was due to the condition of the 
wounds in the sides of the stomach, 
which were believed to be practically 
healed and so pronounced by Dr. McBur- 
ney and his associates. The fact that the 
food, would not agree with the patient 
could not have been anticipated, so it was 
stated, but as soon as it was, the admin- 
istration of food by the mouth was dis- 
continued. The problem which now con- 
fronts the physicians is to dispose of this 
undigested food in the stomach. The 
fatigue of the patient noted in the after- 
noon bulletin continued during the even- 
ing and several times the president mur- 
mured: 

“T am so tired; I am so tired.” 

Secretaries Wilson and Hitcheock 
reached the Milburn house at 9:35 o'clock. 
They seemed anxious for personal assur- 
ances as to the condition of the president 
and when they left their carriage hur- 
ried into the house. The spirits of the 
little coterie, which Secretaries Hitch- 
cock and Wilson joined in the drawing 
room of the Milburn house, were visibly 
depressed, although the assurances of Dr. 
Mann that the president’s condition 
would be better in the morning did some- 
thing toward offsetting the apprehen- 
sion they could not conceal. 
THE PRESIDENT WANTED 

TO SMOKE A CIGAR 

The president had had a restful night 
and the beef juice which the doctors 
gave him had been relished so keenly 
that this morning he was given solid 
food for the first time. He was bathed 
and then enjoyed a bowl of chicken 
broth, toast and coffee. He felt so good 
after this somewhat substantial meal that 
he asked for a mild cigar. Doctor Mc- 
Burney was thoroughly satisfied with the 
patient’s/condition, and went to New York 
at 1 o’clock to look after some urgent 
private affairs. His intention is to return 
in a few days. Meanwhile he will keep 
in constant touch with the Milburn 
house and be prepared to-come back at a 
moment’s notice. Secretary Root also 
left on the same train. A slight re- 
action, however, followed the buoyancy 
of the morning. The president complain- 
ed of being tired. The attending physi- 
cians at the afternoon consultation, true 
to their promise to take the public into 
their confidence, chronicled this fact with 
scrupulous care, but they displayed no 
alarm. The doctors said the president's 
restlessness was only natural, and what 
might be expected. : 

‘‘Besides, his breakfast did not special- 
ly agree with him,” said Dr. Mynter. 

The president is feeling the strain of 
his long siegé without food, no nourish- 
ment at all having been administered 
during the first three days, and lying 
day and night practically.in the same po- 
sition, is fatiguing and hard for even the 
most exemplary patient to bear without 
murmuring.

ATLANTA IN THE FIGHT 
FOR NEXT ENCAMPMENT 


Senator Hawley, of Connecticut, 
Takes Issue with Rassieur and 
Will Oppose Any Resolu- 
tion Censuring Evans. 

Two Reports. 


Cleveland,’ Ohio, September 12.—The 
first day of the national convention 
Grand Army of the Republic was taken 
up with the reading of the reports by 
the commander-in-chief, adjutant gen- 
eral, chaplain and the varjous commit- 
tees. ; 

The commander-in-chief, Leo Rassieur, 
devoted a large part of his annual report 
to the matter of pensions: 

“Without any effort,’’ he said, ‘‘on the 
part of organization or its officers to give 
the pension problem any undue promi- 
nence, that subject has overshadowed 
all others and has called for more at- 
tention and thoughtin the past year than 
all other questions which concerns us.” 

He criticized the administration of the 
pension bureau and demanded ‘‘the hon- 
est and fair administration of laws 
which are already on the statute books.”’ 


He Attacks Evans. 


Continuing, he said: 

“If an officer’s lawlessness, reckléss- 
ness and boldness go to such extreme 
length as to lead him to override and ig- 
nore a plain and unmistakable order in- 
dicating the line of his duty, under the 
law coming from his superior officer,, the 
secretary of the interior, what can “the 
poor and helpless soldier expect at his 
hands when claiming to exercise his dis- 
cretion under that law? The exercising 
of his discretion cannot possibly result 
in anything else in most of the cases 
than a positive denial of the benefits pre- 
scribed by the law.”’ 

After adverting to the importance of 
judicial assistance in the administration 
of the pension bureau and answering ob- 
jections to the Grand Army of the Re- 
public having this object in view, the 
cemmander-in-chief addea: 

“We cannot conceive that the measure 
of duty to thoge who saved this country 
will be belittled while this country has 
hundreds of millions of dollars to engage 
in a humanitarian war in the interests 
of the downtrodden of other countries.” 

He referred regretfully to the failure ot 
the veterans’ preference bill to receive 
favorable consideration by congress and 
urged further efforts to secure its pas- 
gage. 

Another ground for disappointment, he 


three bills for the Soldiers’ home in South 
Dakota, Idaho and Oklahoma. 

As to military and patriotte instruction 
in the public schools, he deplored the ex- 
clusion of non-commissioned officers from 
the bill which passed congress. 

“The schools of the country, he said, are 
the fruitful flelds where patriotism can 
be so planted and cultivated that nothing 
can destroy or eradicate it. Hence every 
effort in this direction should be contin- 
ued with renewed efforts and patriotic 
exercises made obligatory in the public 
schools by law, wherever such {s not yet 
the case and at af) practicable. 

Membership of Grand Army. 

The report of the adjutant general, F. 
M. Stenerritt, showed that the total mem- 
bership June 30, 1901, was 269,507 in 6,678 
posts, The gains during the last year 


1 were 30,019, and the losses 37,176—by death 


8,166 and by suspension 16,262. Number 
dropped from the rolls having been pre- 
viously suspended was 7,732. The number 
on the rolls June 30, 1901, including 25,550 
suspended, was 295,057. 

The states in which there are over 2,000 
members are as follows: 

California and Nevada, ~4,792; Colorado 
and Wyoming, 2,117; Connecticut, 4,597; 
Illinois, 22,132; Indiana, 15,859; Iowa, 12,878;

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KNIFE ON McKINLEY. 


USING 
—__—— 
Operation Described by Physician 
Who Was Present. 

New York, September 12—The New 
York Medical Journal, in its issue this 
week, ‘will print the following account of 
the operation upon President McKinley 
following his shooting at Buffalo last 
Friday. This report is furnished by 4 
Buffalo physician who was present at the 
operation. The account says: 

“The hospital internes removed the 
president’s clothing, ascertained the loca- 
tion of the wounds and made ready for 
the surgeons who had been summoned by 
telephone. Dr. Mann administered one- 
fourth of a grain of morphine hypoderm- 
etically, which served a good purpose in 
alleviating nerve strain. 

“Dr. Wasdin began the administration 
of ether at 5:20—one hour and fifteen min- 
utes after the wound was inflicted. The 
first or uppermost shot went through the 
president’s clothing and made an abrasion 
about the center of the sternum. The 


bullet was found inside the waistcoat, . 


and did no essential harm. The clothing 
was burned by the explosion of the pow- 
der at this point. 

“The president took’ the ether kindly, 
and was well under its influence within 
the next ten minutes. The abdomen hav- 
an in- 
cision three inches long was made per- 
pendicular to the body and including the 
opening made by the ball—a 32-caliber— 
that was located four inches below the 
left nipple and an inch and a half to the 
left of the median. line. The _ incision 
went through a deep Jayer of fat before 
the peritoneum was reached, hence the 
incision was é@eniarged ‘another inch. A 
piece of ‘cloth=probably a bit of under- 
shirt—was found in the track of the mis- 
sile which looked-as if it had been ‘punch- 
ed out’ by the bullet. Upon opening the 
peritoneum a Pullet hole was discovered 
in the anteriof,central portion’ of the 
stomach. This:viscus.was drawn up into 
the operation -wWourrd, and the perfora- 
tion, after examination, was closed with 
a double roweof silk sutures. A little 
oozing of the stomach contents had ‘oc- 
curred throygh the opening—all of which 
was wiped away. A further enlargement 
of the incision now became necessary in 
order to examine the dorsal of the stom- 
ach, upon’ which another opening was 
found. This was sutured in manner like 
unto the first. The time was now 6:12 
p. m. The intestines were examined for 
possible wounds, but happily none were 
found, and these were wrapped in moist, 
hot towels. A previous hypodermic in- 
jection had been made and now 25 minims 
of brandy were similarly administered. A 
furt..er search for the missile failed to 
discover it. But it became apparent that 
it had done no other vital damage, with 
the strong probabjlity that it lost itself 
in the thick lumbar muscles. 

“The abdominal cavity was flushed with 
normal salt solution and the closure be- 
gan. Seven deep silkworm gut sutures 
were employed and cat gut was placed 
superficially between them. At 6:50 the 
anaesthetic was discontinued and the ab- 
dominal bandage was applied. Thus the 
the operation on which 80 much of mo- 
ment depended was finished. The presi- 
dent's pulse was now 122, respiration 32.’ 

Great Surgical Achievement. 

London, September 12.—The British 
Medical Journal says: , 

“The details in. the McKinley bulletins 
are sufficient to justify thé assertion that 
the treatment of the ease in promptitude 
and complete efficiency will rank as one 
of the greatest achievements of abdom- 
inal surgery recorded,” 

Praised by the Lancet. 

London, September 12.—The Lancet 
warmly praises the thorough hospital ar- 
rangements at Buffalo: It says: 

“Considering the nature of the injury, 
the president doubtless owed his life to 
the perfect emergency equipment of the 
exposition, which is cuaracteristic of 
American thoroughtifess; and *was made 
for use and not for show.” |

Definite 
action, it is said, will likely be taken in 
reference to the matter tomorrow. 


Report of Pension Committee. 


The majority report of the pension com- 
mittee criticizes the present pension sys- 
tem as much, if not more than it does the 
commissioner. It sets forth that the sys- 
tem is wrong in that the intérests of pen- 
sioners are entirely in the hands of one 
man. A pensioner has no appeal from the 
decision of the pensfon bureau, and can- 
not take his case into court. The estab- 
lishment of a court of appeals is advo- 
cated. 

The grievances of the veterans in rela- 
tion to the pension system are carefully 
worded so as to avoid the imputations of 
criticism against the administration, and 
are placed in interrogative rather than 
assertive form. 

The minority report states that it Is 
openly charged that the pension roll, far 
from being a roll of honor, is saturated 
with fraud and contains thousands and 
thousands of names not entitled to the 
bounty of the government, and recom- 
mends that the president be petitioned, 
‘‘now that the term of office of the pres- 
ent commissioner has expired, to appoint 
a successor of known integrity, capacity 
and fidelity, who will faithfully execute 
the duties of the office in obedience to the 
laws of congress.’’

Most Widely Known Anarch- 
ist in United States Ar- 
rested in New York. 


MURDEROUS EDITORIAL 
CAUSED HIS ARREST 


In the-Editorial He Announced That 
There Could Be No Crime of 
| Any Sort Against Rulers. 
Most Protests His 
Innocence. 


New York, September 12.—Johann Most, 
the mcst widely known of New York 
anarchists, was arrested tonight by Cen- 
tral office detectives Knarsh and Ferni- 
sen. The arrest was made in a saloon 
oyer which are the offices of the news- 
paper. Herr Most objected volubly to the 
arrest, ‘but to no purpose, and he was 
lecked up at police headquartgrs as ‘a 
Captain Titus re- 
fused to allow Most to see any one or to 
make a atatement, the captain declaring 
he would- not allow the prisoner to pose 
as a martyr befcre the public. The com- 
plaint against Most, which covers five 
and a half typewritten pages, is based on 
and quotes in full an editorial which Most 
printed in The Freiheit on September 7. 
The editorial reads in part: 

“The greatest of all follies in the world 
is the bellef that there can be a crime 
of any sort against despots and their ac- 
complices. Such a belief is in itself a 
crime. Despots are outlaws; they are in 
human shape what the tiger is among 
beasts. To spare them is a crime. AS 
despots make use of everything, treach- 
ery, poison, murder, etc., so everything 
should be employed against them.”’ 

Most protested that he had committed 
no crime and that all that had appeared 
in his paper were simply opinions in a 
new guise that had been printed and re- 
printed and voiced thousands of times in 
the last fifty years. 


Emma Goldman May Escape. 


Buffalo, N. Y., September 12.—The dis- 
trict attorney here announced publicly 
this afternoon that he had no evidence 
against Emma Goldman and that unless 
some turned up no requisition upon the 
state of Illinois would be made for her. 
This does not mean that the bottom has 
dropped out of the conspiracy theory. It 
simply means that no evidence has yet 
been -secured to connect her with the 
crime. 

If she is released she will be kept under 
the closest surveillance and it will be easy 
for the authorities to place their hands 
upon her if she is wanted later. There 
is a hope here, however, that some way 
will be found to hold her at least until 
investigations now in progress by the 
secret service people in all the ‘principal 
cities where anarchist organizations exist 
are completed. 

She was arrested wholly on the respon- 
sibility of the Chicago police under the 
general order sent out by Superintendent 
Bull to apprehend all persons who might 
have knowledge of the attempted assas- 
sination. While no evidence has been 
found against the Goldman woman, the 
government is satisfied that Czolgosz 
crossed her path and in due time, it is 
believed, whatever connection, if any, 
there was between them will be discov- 
ered. The secret service men will trace 
Czolgosz’s whereabouts back step by 
step. One of the things which is desired 
is a complete report of the lectures the 
president’s assailant said inspired him 
to commit the deed. 


Maggio Won’t Talk. 

Washington, September 12.—Chief 
Wilkie, of the secret service, received a 
dispatch this afternoon from United 
States Marshal Foraker, of New Mekico, 
stating that Antonio Maggio, the member 
of the opera company arrested as a result 
of a prediction that President McKinley 
would die before October, declines to 
make any explanation whatever of his 
prophetic statement. Maggio’s hearing 
in court has been set for the 21st instant, 
at S..ver City, N. M. 

Assassin Not Breaking Down. 

Buffalo, September 12.—The insanity ex- 
perts who are keeping close watch on 
Czolgosz say he is not breaking down. 
Drs. Fowler and Crego, the police sur- 
geons, called on him today and saw him 
again this evening for a short time. The 
police deny-the report that the prisdner 
is being closely confined to his cell. They 
say he is allowed a little exercise daily, 
consisting of walking up and down the 
corridor outside of his cell. 

Playing for Free Ticket. 

Washington, September 12.—Charles T. 
Lafon, the colored man who wired the 
Chicago authorities to hold Emma Gold- 
man, is in this city and is not believed 
to know anything about the case. He is 
stranded here and wishes to return to 
Buffalo. 

Assassin’s aFmily from Posen. 

Posen, Polish Prussia, September 19.— 
The family of Leon Czolgosz, the an- 
archist who attempted to assassinate 
President McKinley, hails from Cerk- 
kwice, near Znin, province of Posen.

HE MADE HIS WIFE HELP HIM. 


Shriver’s Brother Tells How Story 
Accomplished the Murder. 


» Brunswick, Ga., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A brother of Hamp Shriver. who 
was shot to death by Sam Story some 
days ago, asserts that the killing was 
premeditated and that Story’s wife was 
compelled by her husband to help hida 
Shriver’s body. 

According to Shriver’s brother, Story 
and Hamp Shriver had a fight some 
months ago, during which Shriver. who 
was a powerful six-footer, severely beat 
Story. After the fight was over Story 
Suggested that they shake hands and 
make friends, and to this proposition 
Shriver readily assented. On Saturday 
last both Shriver and Story were in 
Brunswick. Story left for his country 
home first, but waited along the roadside 
until Shriver drove along. Story hailed 
Shriver with the statement that he was 
not satisfied and that they must have 
the fight over. Shriver demurred under 
the plea that they had agreed to be 
friends, but Story insisted and Shriver got 
down from his wagon for the fray. Story 
admitted himself again beaten and pro- 
posed that they make friends once more. 
To this Shriver again assented and went 
on his way home. Arriving home, Shriver 
discovered that a new razor he had 
purchased while in town was gone and 
started back to find it. His dogs, for the 
first time since their ownership. refused 
to accompany their master, and after los- 
ing some time trying to persuade them, 
Shriver proceeded down the road alone. 

Story saw him coming and went over 
to the house of Section Master Agnew 
where he got a gun. He explained to 
Mrs. Agnew that he wanted to kill a 
rabbit and that the cuts and scratches 
on his face had been caused by a Texas 
pony throwing him into a briar patch. 
Mrs. Agnew did not want to let the rifle 
g0 without her husband's consent, but 
Story was so insistent that she could 
not refuse. Shriver continued on his 
way unsuspectingly and when opposite 
Story’s house Story, who was standing 
behind a window on the inside of the 
house facing the road, took deliberate aim 
through the window blind and glass and 
fired. The ball sped through and through 
Shriver, killing him almost instantly. 
Story then called to his wife to come 
and help him cover up the body, and 
when she did not come he struck her In 
the mouth with his gun. He then forced 
his wife to help him drag the body into 
the bushes and help cover it with grass 
and pine straw. Story then made his 
escape, and although he has been. report- 
ed as having been seen near here severa! 
times, he is still at large.

With Drawn Revolvers. 

With drawn revolvers two officers, one 
a coal and iron policeman, the other said 
to be a regular officer on the south side 
police force, sat on the top seat of a cab 
and guarded six non-union workmen into 
the Monongahela tin plate plant on the 
south side this afternoon. A great crowd 
of. strikers and sympathizers pursued the 
eab to and from the mill, and when the 
return trip was begun both officers once 
more drew their guns, and at Fourteenth 
and Carson streets one shot was fired 
from the cab. Fortunately no one was 
hit. 

The streets in the vicinity of the Mo- 
nongahela plant are now virtually in a 
State of siege. 

By a system of signals and picketing 
the strikers of the Monongahela plant 
are. able to mobilize a great crowd on 
very short notice. This was worked to- 
day to perfection. Up to 3 o’clotk the 
Streets about the plant were compara- 
tively déserted, but. when the word was 
passed that.a cab was enroute tothe mill 
with six non-unionists the street became 
black with people in a few moments. 
When the rig made fts appearance with 
the armed guard aboard pandemonium 
reigned. The crowd hooted and a few 
missiles were thrown. The horses were 
whipped into a gallop andthe mill was 
reached without serious damage haying 
been done. : . 
e ‘ Shot Was Fired. 

When the cab started on its return 
journey the former proceedings were re- 
peated. At the corner of Carson and 
Fourteenth streets several persons at- 
tempted to catch the horses by the bridies 
and it was then the shot was fired. 
Great confusion followed and the officers 
got away without further trouble. 

The National Tube officials say they 
have 10 affidavits . filed from persons 
complaining of assault and threats at 
McKeesport. These, with Mayor Black’s 
reply to President Hearne’s request for 
protection will, it is said, be used as a 
basis for injunction suits. 

Keystone, Union, Enterprise, River and 
Shaffer lodges of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation wil receive $8 per member tomor- 
row from the general strike fund. Sey- 
eral hundred mill men not tonnage em- 
ployees are left out. Only a few hun- 
dred tube works men, who formed feder- 
ation lodges, have any claim on the $1,389 
subscribed by local merchants. Over 
8,000 employees of the National tube 
works are without any hope of aid. 
Strike leaders attribute Shaffer's failufe 
to keep his promise to treat Amalga- 
mated and Federation men alike to 
Gompers’ refusal to call out all allied 
trades. The explanation is not satisfac- 
tory and there is much complaint, espe- 
cially among the foreigners, who struck 
with the promise of aid as an induce- 
ment.

ADMIRAL TOOK REFUGE 
IN A FAULTY MEMORY 


Admitted That He Might Have Crit- 
icised Schley, but Said That He 
Was Entirely Competent 
To Act as Judge in 
the Case. 


Washington, September 12.—The formal 
proceedings of the Schley court of inquiry 
were begun with the reading by Captain 
Lemly of Admiral Schley’s letter request- 
ing the convening of the court and the 
nMnavy department’s precept. 

The court assumed a listening attitude. 
but Admiral Schley, known as “the ap- 
plicant”’ in the case, gave only indifferent 
attention to the document. The admira! 
gave closer attention, however, when the 
judge advocate began the reading of the 
order appointing Rear Admiral Howison 
a member of the court in place of Rear 
Admiral Kimberly, and he continued to 
give careful heed when his letter to the 
department asking for a modification of 
paragraph 5 of the precept, regarding 
Admiral Schley’s disobedience of orders, 
was read, together with the department's 
refusal to comply with the request. 

None of these documents received more 
than perfunctory attention from the audi- 
tors, but there was a general change

Howi- 
son has, in connection with the subject 
matter about to be investigated, ex- 
pressed an unfavorable opinion on the 
personal and professional characteristics 
of said Rear Admiral Schley, thereby in- 
dicating a bias and prejudice which ren-

“4. That Rear Admiral Henry L. Howi- 
son. in connection with the opinion 
formed and expressed by him upon the 
merits of the case about to be investigat- 
ed, has instituted and announced a com- 
parison between the acts and personal 
and professional characteristics of the 
principal parties to the present issue— 
Rear Admirals Sampson and Schley—to 
the disadvantage and disparagement of 
the latter, thereby indicating a bias and 
prejudice which renders him, Rear Admi- 
rai Henry L. Howison. ineligible for ser- 
vice as a member of fhis court.”’ 
WITNESSES ARE CALLED 

IN: THE HOWISON CASE 


A hurried consultation among the mem- 
bers of the court followed. Admiral 
Dewey first turned to Admiral Benham, 
then stepped around the table and en- 
gaged Captain Lemly in conversation. He 
afterwards spoke to Rear Admiral Howi- 
son. 

Captain Lemly then asked if there was 
any evidence in support of the state- 
ments concerning Rear Admiral Howi- 
son, to which Mr. Raynor, sneaking for 
Rear Admiral Schley, said there was. 
Admiral Dewey announced that this 
would be heard. 

In asking Admiral Schley for designa- 
tion of his witnesses Captain Lemly re- 
ferred to the admiral as the ‘‘accused.”’ 
Admiral Dewey promptly called his at- 
tention to the error and the judge advo- 
cate general promptly corrected it, re- 
ferring to him then as “the applicant.’’ 

Francis A. Frost, of The Boston Rec- 
ord, who had reported a conversation 
with Rear Admiral Howison, in which 
the latter was alleged to have made “re- 
flections upon Admiral Schley, was called 
to the stand. 

The witness explained the nature of hi 
duties in securing news from the Charles- 
ton navy yard. He then detailed the con- 
versation he is said to have had with 
Acmirai Howison. This occurred, he 
said, in the commandant’s office, and 
while it had not been given with the dis- 
tinct understanding that it should be pub- 
lished, there was no injunction of 
secrecy.

nesses’ visit to Admiral Howison and in 
reply the admiral stated, so the witness 
testified, that Sampson was entitled to 
the credit of the victory at Santiago.

The witness said Ad- 
miral Howison stated that if the Ameri- 
can fleet had been defeated Admiral 
Sampson would have been asked why it 
had occurred.

The witness also gave in detail the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the publica- 
tion. On cross-examination he was shown 
the precept and was asked by Solicitor 
Fianna if Admiral Howison had express- 
ed an opinion on the points in the pre- 
cept. The witness thought he had not, 


as many points in the precept were not, 


involved in the conversatidn. The witness 
adhered strictly to his first statement. On 
re-direct examination Mr. Raynor asked: 
“What was Admiral Howison’s manner 
during this conversation with you?” 


HOWISON SNEERED, 
SPEAKING OF SCHLEY 


“He spoke of Schley in what I would 
call a sneering manner,’’ replied the wit- 
ness. 

Occasionally during the examination of 
this witness there was slight issue be- 
tween counsel, but on the whole there 
was little objection to the lines on which 
the evidence was developed. 

There had been no announcement wf the 
Hames of witnesses who would be intro- 
duced to substantiate Mr. Frost's testi- 
mony as to Admiral Howison’s attitude 
toward Admiral Schley and considerable 
interest was manifested when the next 
witness, William E. Spon, of the firm of 
Spon & Chamberlain, booksellers and 
publishers in New York and London, 
made his appearance. Mr. Sypion testified 
that he had been a passenger on the 
Steamer Minneapolis, which had sailed 
from London for New York on October 
11, 19%, and that Admiral Howison also 
had been a passenger on the same vesgel 
on this voyage. The witness told that one 
day during the voyage the Sampson- 
Schley controversy came up and some 
colloquy had followed, after which Ad- 
miral Howison had said: ! 

“Anyhow, Schley should have been 
courtmartial. He was the main cause 
of all this controversy in the newspa- 
pers.”’ ; 

Mr. Spon added that Admiral] Howison 
had seemed much excited during his con- 
versation, and that the other members 
of the party had listened in silence to 
what he had to say. 

“From his whole manner,” the witness 
went on, “I infer that he was a very 
violent partisan of Sampson and corre- 
spondingly prejudiced against Schley. He 
was not content to correct me as to Ad- 
miral Sampson, but seemed willing to say 
bitter things, almost vindictively, against 
Admiral Schley.’’ 

Foster Nicholls, of Yonkers, N. Y., 
Admiral Howison’s place of residence, 
was next called. In response to ques- 
tions from Mr. Raynor, he said that he 
had been at Admiral Howison’s home 
last July. He had been with the admiral 
looking over a book in which there was a 
picture of Admiral Schlev. when Admiral 
Howison remarked that Schley had been 
guilty of disobedience of orders, and that 
in the English navy such conduct would 
have deprived him of his position. He 
got the impression that Admiral Howison 
was unfriendly to Admiral Schley, and 
that there had been a rupture between 
them.

Swered. The letter Admiral Howison had 
written to Acting Secretary Hackett had 
not been produced. Neither had Admiral 
Howison been asked to testify. After 
reading from a law authority, Mr. Raynor 
said that the issue could not be argued 
until Admiral Howison had been heard 
from. 

Judge Advocate Lemly maintained that 
Admiral Howison could make a statement 
if he desired, either before or after the ar- 
guments. 

Admiral Howison settled the matter, 
however, by reaching forward for his cap, 
and whispering to Admiral Dewey. The 
latter then announced that Admiral How- 
ison would make his response at once. 
Thereupon Admiral Howison withdrew to 
the private apartments in the rear, and 
the court took an informal recess. 

When the court reconvened Admiral 
Howison presented his reply, which was 
read by Judge Advocate Lemly, as fol- 
lows: ; 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen: In re- 
ply to the objection to me as a member 
of this court, I submit a copy of my per- 
sonal letter to the Hon. Frank W. Hack- 
ett, which has been made public by the 
navy department. 

“Mr. Frost, I think, is answered in this 
letter above referred to. 

“Mr. Spon’s statement is one I cannot 
father. I positively do not remember his 
face at all. Mr. Frost’s face is familiar 
although I have not seen him for two 
years or more, and Mr. Spon, by his state- 
ment, only last October. 

“Mr. Nicholls did call at my house at 
Yonkers, on a very hot day, on his own 
business. He would not take ‘no ad- 
mittance’ for an answer, and guring his 
stay he did discuss with me several navy 
matters, among which was the Sampson- 
Schley much-talked-of. affair. Our talk 
was short, as I desire) him tq leave me in 
peace. 

“T desire to say that Iam, as you know, 
here to obey the orders of the depart- 
ment to report to you for duty as a mem- 
ber of this court; it is not optional with 
me to obey or not obey these grders. 
My commission requires obedience. 

“These orders were not sought by me, 
nor are they agreeable ones; but I have 
been tanght obedience to all lawful or- 
ders by my long service in the navy. 


PRIVACY USED AS CLOAK 
BY ADMIRAL HOWISON 


“T do not propose to enter into the 
subject of my private discussions. I do 
not wish to recall for the information 
of the public what has been said to me 
by acquaintances; in fact, it woiild be 
a difficult task to perform. Private ut- 
terances are not long retained, particu- 
larly when there is no personal interest 
in the matters under discussion. 

“TI sincerely hope that during the ex- 
amination of my eligibility for member- 
ship, should there be any doubtful points 
in the minds of the unobjected-to mem- 
bers of this court, that all such points 
be decided in tavor of Admiral Schley, 
who is the one most particularly *con- 
cerned in the investigation to follow. I 
will accept my detachment as I have 
my orders for this duty, as an officer 
should. 

“TI have no personal feeling and no 
personal interests in the matters to come 
before the court, except the interests I 
have for the good of the service. I have 
great faith in the impartiality and jus- 
tice of naval officers serving on courts, 
and sincerely hope that the results final- 
ly obtained may be satisfactory to our 
navy and to, our country.’”’ 

Assistant Judge Advocate Hanna, as a 
further part of the admiral’s reply, read 
his letter of explanation to Assistant 
Secretary Hackett made public some 
days ago. 

Mr. Raynor pressed his questions per- 
sistently, but the admiral did not at any 
time compromise in his contention that 
he was competent to sit as a judge in 
this inquiry. 

Mr. Raynor asked the admiral concern- 
ing Mr. Frost’s statement that he (Howi- 
son had said that Admiral Sampson de- 
served the credit for winning the battle 
of Santiago.

I_am merely talking now of the 
navy orders and regulations and the 
customs and commander of the service.”’ 
HOWISON AFFLICTED ’ 

BY A FAULTY MEMORY 

Being questioned as to his statement 
concerning Mr. Spon’s testimony, the ad- 
miral replied that he not only did not 
remember Mr. Spon’'s face, but said that 
he had no recollection whatever of the 
incident concerning which that witness 
had testified. ‘‘I tried while he was sit- 
ting here,’’ the admiral said, ‘‘to remem- 
ber if I had ever seen.the man before, 
and I positively cannot remember ever 
seeing him, nor do I remember the oc- 
currence of any such circumstances as 
he says did occur at a certain place on 
board the Minneapolis. I did come home 
on the Minneapolis, but it is not my cus- 
tom to interfere with people’s talk when 
they are talking outside.’’ 

Mr. Raynor—And you have no recollec- 
tion of your saying anything on that voy- 
age to any one on the subject of the 
Sampson-Schley controversy? 

Rear Admiral Howison—I do not re- 
member what I said. 

Mr. Raynor—You do not recollect say- 
ing to any one that if Schley had done 
certain things he ought to have been 
courtmartialed. 

Rear Admiral Howison—No, I don’t re- 
member making any such remark. But 
if some one, for instancg, should come 
to me and say a certain officer had done 
a acertain thing, I might say that under 
the navy regulations he would be sub- 
ject to courtmartial or discipline of some 
sort if he had done a certain thing. 

Taking up the testimony of Mr. Nicholls, 
Mr. Raynor called Admiral Howison’s at. 
tention to the fact that in his formal re- 
ply he had not denied the statements: of 
that witness. The admiral said he had 
never said to Mr. Nicholls that Schley had 
no business in the navy, or that a man 
could not remain in the English navy 
under such circumstances. 

‘TIT never made any such remark as that 
in regard to Admiral Schley,” he said. 
“If anything of the kind occurred there, 
it was just as I stated in my answer to 
you before. If he (Nicholls) had stated 
to me that Admiral Schiey had positively 
disobeyed orders or done something that 
he ought not to have done, that was lia- 
ble to discipline, I would have said he 
should be brought before a courtmartial.” 
HOWISON NOT ANXIOUS 

TO BE MEMBER OF COURT 

Mr. Raynor—He says “I expressed sur- 
prise that he should feel this way to- 
ward Schley; and he said: ‘You would 
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not, if you were in touch with the senti- 
ments among naval officers.’ "’ 

Rear Admiral Howison—Well, how in 
the world could a stranger to me, coming 
to my house on his own business, get me 
to speak in such a way as that unless it 
were in answer to some questions, or un- 
less he misinterpreted my answers to 
him? I have not the slightest desire to 
force myself on this court. I don't want 
to sit on it. It is not an agreeable duty 
for me. I have no desire whatever to do 
it, and I am not making any excuses for 
myself or for any of my private discus- 
sions with any one outside. I think that 
is my own affair, and nobody else is 
asked about these private discussions. It 
is only this one objectionable man. I am 
perfectly willing to get out, as I said in 
my letter. 

Mr. Raynor—But are vou willing to ask 
the court to relieve you? 

Rear Admiral Howison—I cannot ask 
the court to relieve me, because they have 
got to do that upon the merits of the 
case. 

Mr. Raynor—Now, you said just now 
that you have in conversations substan- 
tially admitted, that the the credit of the 
battle of Santiago was due to the com- 
mander in chief, and if Sampson were 
the commander in chief, if that comes 
under any of the specifications of the 
precept, have you not made up your mind 
on a very important question that is to 
come before you now? 

Rear Admiral HowfSdn—No, sir. 

Mr. Raynor-lf you have come to the 
conclusion that Sampson was the com- 
mander in chief and that the credit of 
that battle was due to Sampson, have you 
not made up your mind on a question 
that is bound to come before you as a 
judge of this tribunal? 

Rear Admiral Howison—No, sir. 

Mr. Raynor—Then, why not? 

Rear Admiral Howison—Because I don’t 
care what naval officer has been talk- 
ing in private, where it is meaningless in 
more senses than one, naval officers are 
taught from youth up that their oath of 
office is something different from most 
,people’s oaths; and an officer can clear 
up his mind, I honestly believe, and judge 
from the testimony that is given be- 
fore him, without regard to what he may 
have taken from newspaper representa- 
tives or from other reports that have 
gone before. 

Mr. Raynor—But if you have made up 
your mind, would you not necessarily 
throw upon us the burden of relieving 
your mind? 

Rear Admiral Howison—If that ques- 
tion came up at all, it would have to be 
by evidence, to you as well as to me. 

Mr. Raynor—Would we not have to pro- 
duce sufficient evidence to satisfy you 
that you were wrong in the opinions that 
you formed? 

Rear Admiral Howison—Why, I think 
that where a man is known to be the 
commander in chief of the squadron 
there must be something brought for- 
ward to show that he is not. ' 
JUDGE ADVOCATE TRIES 

TO KEEP SAMPSON OUT 


Mr. Raynor—Then we would have to 
bring forward proof which would satisfy 
you that he was not the commander in 
chief on that day. 

Rear Admiral Howison—I am not trying 
to prove who was and who was hot the 
commander in chief. 

The Judge Advocate—May I ask what 
feature of the precept is referred to with 
regard to winning the battle of Santiago? 

Mr. Raynor—It is involved in three of 
the specifications, I think, if you will look 
at these specifications. The first specifica- 
tion directs the court to inquire into “‘his 
conduct in the connection with the events 
of the Santiago campaign.” Now, if the 
conduct of Admiral Schley at the battle 
of Santiago is not an event in connection 
with the Santiago campaign, I would like 
to know what is. 

The Judge Advocate—The conduct of Ad- 
mira] Schley is in question, not only at 
the battle of Santiago, but in the whole 
Santiago campaign. But I may as well 
say here, Mr. President and members of 
the court, that the question of Admiral 
Sampson's conduct upon thos occasions 
is not before this court in any* way. This 
is not a comparative question, as to 
whether some one did or did not do bet- 
ter than Commodore Schley. It is a 
question as to whether Commodore Schley 
did his whole duty in the Santiago cam- 
paign and at the battle of Santiago. And 
the general question as to whether some 
other officer of the navy is a better man 
that Commodore Schley or not so good 
a man, is not in any way before this 
court. 

Mr. Raynor—That is not the point, may 
it please the court, that I am addressing. 
We intend to prove that Commodore 
Sampson was not at the hattle of Santiago 
at all; and it becomes-@ question of who 
was the commander in chief at the battle 
of Santiago. If Admiral Sampson was not 
there, then Admiral Schley was the com- 
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mander in chief. And if a judge of this 
tribunal has already made up his mind 
that Admiral Sampson, as commander in 
chief, won that battle, it becomes a very 
pertinent inquiry under the specification 
as to what was the conduct. of Schlev 
during the Santiago campaign. That will 
be one of the questions involved here— 
not a comparison between Schley and 
Sampson, but as to who was practically, 
legally, officially and technically the com- 
mander at the battle of Santiago—to 
whom is credit due, if, as the admiral has 
said, credit is due to the officer who was 
in charge. If there has been an opinion 
expressed on that point, of course we 
want to Know it; and we want to know 
if it is such an opinion as to throw upon 
us the burden of proof. Now, I will ask 
you, Admiral Howison, whether you have 
not in conversations with anybody—with 
Mr. Frost or Mr. Spon or Mr. Nicholls, or 
anybody else—at times expressed your- 
self upon the proposition that Admiral 
Sampson was in command at Santiago 
and deserves the credit for that victory? 
Rear Admiral Howison—Well, that Is 
the general official understanding, that 
he was the commander in chief; and that 
the commander in chief is ordered by the 
president of the United States and it is 
generally understood that he was. And 
if he was there and did his duty, then he 
would be the commander in chief and 
should have the credit. 
HOWISON IS FORCED 
TO STATE POSITION 


Mr. RaynoreYour view, then, is that 
he was officially the commander in chief? 

Rear Admiral Howison—Of the north 
Atlantic squadron. 

Mr. Raynor—Of the north Atlantic 
squadron: and being officially the com- 
mander in chief he deserves the credit of 
that victory? 

Rear Admiral Howison—It depends upon 
what he did and what he did not do 
whether the credit part of it comes in. 

There was considerable sparring here, 
and Admiral Howison said any conclusion 
would depend on official reports. He said 
he had discussed the controversy in many 
conversations during the past three years 
on the basis of newspaper reports. Some 
things, he said, were favorable to Schley 
and some to Sampson. He had never said 
that Schley was hot-headed and impetu- 
ous, for «.e never had thought him hot- 
headed or nervous. 

Mr. Raynor called attention to the fact 
that three statements made by the wit- 
nesses had not been denied. 

He (Raynor) asked the court if it did 
not think that the conditions of the ad- 
miral’s mind is this, that, unless he hears 
something to the contrary, Admiral 
Sampson was the commander in chief on 
that day, and is entitled to the credit for 
the victory at Santiago? 

Mr. Raynor, having referred to Mr. 
Nicholl’s statement as to what Admiral 
Howison had said concerning Schley and 
the English navy, and also coaling at 
sea, Admiral Howison interrupted with 
very positive disclaimers that he ever 
could -have made either statement. 

There was no _ intention to 
upon his integrity or capacity. 
the contrary, he held thot 
had ae perfect’ right to reach such 
conclusions as he had _ reached, but 
the question was whether this opinion 
d.u not disqualify the admiral as a mem- 
ber of the court. The only point involved 
was whether the admirai’s attitude was 
such as to relieve the defense from the 
necessity of assuming the burden of proof 
so as to remove the admiral’s prejudice. 
He asserted that the admiral had not 
contradicted the statements of the wit- 
nesses in many particulars, arid asked 
that he should do so in positive terms if 
their statements were untrue. 

Following Mr. Raynor’s arraignment of 
Admiral Howison as a member of the 
body took a brief recess to 
discuss that matter, and when it returned 
Aumiral Dewey promptly said: 

‘4 have to announce that the objection 
of the applicant to Rear Admiral Howi- 
son is sustained by the court. The ad- 
miral is excused from service—for which, 
l know he is very glad.”’ 

Rear Admiral tJiowison—I am, indeed. 

The court then, at 3:45 p. m., adjourned 
to await appointment of a successor tuo 
Admiral Howison by the navy depart- 
ment.

Clarke County Finds Good Use for 
' Its Dispensary Money.

to the Athens dispensary act, setting 
aside the county's share of the profits for

better salaries. 

- The regular school term will begin 
November 1, and will continue five con- 
secutive months, unless this money is 
granted, and in that event the term will 
be six, or seven months.

TWENTY YEARS IN 


A CONVICT CAMP 


Young Member ef Prominent Family 
“Given a Long Term. 


MONEY WOULD NOT SAVE HIM 


In Open Court He Asked His 
Victim To Marry Him, but 
She Quickly and Flatly 
' Refused To Become 
a Bride.

Lawrenceville, Ga., September 12.—(Spe- 
clal.)«M. W. Jenks, a well-to-do farmer 
living near Duluth, and a member of one 
of the best and most prominent families 
of this section, was today sentenced to 
a term of twenty years in the state pen- 
itentiary. 

Jenks was charged with having, in 1899, 
betrayed Miss Gertrude Parsons, a poor 
but respectable country girl living near 
the Jenks’ plantation. 

Upon the trial Jenks treated the matter 
lightly and in a flippant manner until 
the truth began to dawn upon him that 
he stood in jeopardy of conviction. Then 
he, in open court, offered to marry the 
girl, but his overtures were refused, and 
the trial proceeded. 

The prisoner was represented by Colo- 
nel R. Cooper, of Macon, and a hard and 
stubborn fight was put up. The jury, af- 
ter receiving the charge of Judge Russell, 
quickiy returned a verdict of guilty. 

When Jenks was brought before the 
judge he was appalled by the imposition 
of the severest penalty known to the law 
—twenty years at hard labor in the state 
penitentiary. 

His counsel has made a motion for a 
new trial, and if it is denied, the case will 
be taken to the supreme court. 

On account of the prominence of the 
Jenks family, the outcome -.of the trial 
has created a genuine sensation in Gwin- 
nett county. 


JUDGE MERCER HAYNES DEAD. 


Had Held Many Important Positions 
in Dublin. 


Dublin, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)— 
Judge Mercer Haynes, of this city, died 
yesterday afternoon at the home of his 
son, W..R. Haynes, at Danville. Judge 
Haynes had been in bad health for. sev- 
eral years. For the past few weeks he 
was confined to his bed. Judge Haynes 
had lived in Dublin for the past twenty 
years. During that time he had been 
mayor of Dublin, postmaster, clerk of the 
city council and judge of the county 
court. He was a member of the Baptist 
church for many years and during the 
latter part of his life was a deacon, He 
was a charter member of Oconee Gem 
Icdge, No. 81, Knights of Pythias, and 
several times represented that lodge at 
the grand lodge meetings of the order. 
At the time of his death he was filling 
the office of keeper of records and seal.

Newnan, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)— 
Superior court has adjourned for the 
term. Judge E. J. Reagan, of the Flint 
circuit, presided this week for Judge Har- 
ris. He was almost wholly occupied with 
the criminal docket, and in seventeen in- 
stances defendants pleaded guilty and 
were convicted together. Sixteen of these 
were negroes, the most notable case be- 
ing that of a negro boy 11 years old who 
put rat poison on beefsteak after it was 
cooked and attempted to poison Robert 
Moore, of this city. The boy at the time 
was in the employ of Mr. Moore and do- 
ing small jobs about the house. He as- 
signed no cause for his attempt at poison- 
ing further than to say that he was 
dreaming. On account of his age the 
jury recommended that he be punished 
as for a misdemeanor, and he was given 
a fine of $50 or six months in the chain- 
gang. 

Mrs. Susan Foster, a white woman liv- 


ir@ 3 miles above Senoia, near the Fay- 


ette line, was found guilty of selling 
whisky and beer. She was fined $400 or 
twelve months {in the chaingang. Her 
husband is now serving a term in the 
chaingang for selling liquor. While Mrs. 
Foster was on trial her 2-year-old child 
was running about over the court room. 
She had been before Judge Reagan on a 
similar charge in Fayette county ast 
March and was there fined $150. The 
grand jury adjourned on Monday after- 
noon.

Ike Williams, the Carroll County 
Murderer, lowly Dying in 
the Tower. 

Ike Williams, the negro who murdered 
Charlie Word, a little boy, tn Carroll 
county, and for whose safety the sheriff 
of that county shot down a man in a mob, 
is lying in the Tower in a dying condi- 
tion and will be dead in a few days. 

The negro is afflicted with dropsy and 
his condition has become so serious that 
Sheriff Nelms has deemed it necessary to 
notify the sheriff of Carroll county. 

Williams has been the cause of more 


comment, perhaps, than any other crim- 
inal ever arrested in the state on account 


of the fact that the sheriff of Carroll was 
called upon to kill a man in defense of 
the law on his account. The attack 
upon the jail at Carreliton is recent 
state history. A mob had decreed that 
Williams should be lynched. The sheriff 
said that the law should be carried out. 
The mob gathered about the jail and 
when the onslaught was made the sher- 
iff*s guard fired and a man fell dead. 

At the Tower last night it was reported 
that Willlams was gradually sinking, 
and that his condition was such that he 
could not possibly live more than a few 
days. He continues to declare that he 
is innocent and. says that in the face of 
death he will avow that he never commit- 
ted the murder.

Aentuckians Convert Saw Mill 
Into a House of Death, 


WORK QUIETLY AND QUICKLY 


i Assassins of an Old and Well-Known 
Citizen Is Avenged by a Throng 
of Colored Men, Led and 
*, Aided by Whites of 
the Section. 


- 
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Paducah, Hy., September 12.—(Special.) 
‘At an early hour this morning a mob 


broke into the Ballard county jail at 


Wicklife, Ky., 30 miles below here, on 
the Ohio river, and lynched three negroes 
—Sam Howard, Frank Feed and Ernest 
Harrison. They were charged with mur- 
dering Wash Thomas, an old and respect- 
ed negro, last Saturday night. 

Swinging from a beam in John Mc- 
Cawley’s saw mill near the jail side by 
side were the three negroes with swollen 
tongues and protruding eyes found 
this morning by the people of Wickliffe 
when they arose. The mob had done its 
work so quietly that many citizens knew 
nothing of it until breakfast time. 

The mob was composed mostly of ne- 
groes, although the leaders and a few 
others were white. Approaching the jail 
unexpectedly shortly after midnight, the 
mob overpowered the jailer, and, enter- 
ing the cells, dragged out the three pris- 
oners. The negroes made no resistance, 
but begged piteously for life. Their arms 
were bound and with ropes around their 
necks they were marched across the road 
to the saw mill and quickly swung up. 
No shots were fired and there was no 
disorder. 

As soon as the lynchers made sure 
their work was finished they dispersed 
quietly.

Harrison were worthless negroes. Their 
victim, Wash Thomas, was a well be- 
haved old man. Sunday morning he was 
found dead with his skull battered in. 
He had been killed for $45 which he was 
known to have on his person. Yesterday 
afternoon the murderers were arrested. 
Each attempted to lay the crime on the 
other two. The proof of their guilt was 
certain. Public sentiment is with the 


lynchers.

in Mississippi Shows 


Great Revival. 


Jackson, Miss., September 12.—(Special.) 
The educational institutions in Missis- 
sippi supported by state appropriation 
will be filled to overflowing this year and 
a number of them -will be unable to ac- 
commodate the pupils clamoring for ad- 
mission. The Agricultural and Mechanical 
college at Starkville opens Monday with 
600 young men on the roll, a majority of 
whom desire to take the textile course. At 
the negro Agricultural and Mechanical 
college at Rodney the dormitories wiil 
be filled to the limit. Negro girls will be 
admitted at this session, Mississippi be- 
ing the first state in the union to admit 
negro girls to an institution of this class. 
At the State university Chancellor Fulton 
is arranging for the admission of be- 
tween 275 and 325 students, and the In- 
dustrial institute and college for girls at 
Columbus will have 700 young ladies to 
care for. The institution for the deaf and 
dumb in Jackson will be unable to ac- 
commodate all who apply, and an un- 
usually large attendance is promised for 
the state institution for the blind. Higher 
education seems to be taking a strong 
hold in Mississippi, amounting almost to 
the proportions of a revival. The private 
schools and colleges report an unusually 
bright outlook fer their respective ses- 
sions and the public schools which are to 
be opened within a few days will have 
full enrollments.

TEACHERS WANT A CHANGE. 


Mississippi Educators Anxious for 
Pronounced Improvement. 
Jackson, Miss., September 12.—(Special.) 
The Mississippi Teachers’ Association, 
through the rural schools committee ap- 
pointed at the May meeting in Jackson, 
has opened the campaign for an improve- 
ment of the rural school system, and the 
matter will be agitated in a more or less 
spirited form until the legislature takes 
some action on the sweeping changes 

recommended at yesterday’s meeting. 
The committee entertains little hope of 
securing legislative action for a revision 
of the school system at the January 
meeting, owing to the shortness of time 
allowed for that session, and it is not be- 
lieved that Governor Longino will incor- 
porate any of the recommendations in his 
meSsage to the lawmakers, as already 
there are enough urgent matters awaiting 


the thirty days of the session. However, 
at the next regular session the school 
laws will be given a thorough overhaul- 
ing. 

Briefly stated, the committee asks local 
option on the question of lengthening the 
school term in the rural schools. It is 
claimed that the term should be at least 
seven months, and where the county 
fails to make provision for longer term it 
is desired to clothe each school district 
with power to extend the term by special 
levy. A state normal school for the edu- 
cation of teachers is also desired and it 
is estimated that it will cost about $75,000 
to build and equip such a school. The 
committee demands a higher standard for 
county superintendents and teachers, a 
revision of the method of -issuing certifi- 
cates and better school buildings in the 
rural districts. The recommendations 
roughly mapped out will be prepared ina 
comprehensive form by Superintendent 
Whitfield and = scattered broadcast 
throughout the state.

Raleigh, N. C., September 12.—(Special.) 
This morning a prepossessing young wo- 
man, 22 years old, arrived here. She was 
met at the station by Alderman Sher- 
wood Upchurch and taken to a hotel, 
where she registered as Miss Nina Rob- 
inson, Atlanta. She seemed in good spir- 
its at dinner. She said she had come 
from Goldsboro, where she had been 
visiting her sister, Mrs. Pease, and was 
going to Atlanta this evening. After din- 
ner she said she would go to her room 
and left a note for Alderman Upchurch, 
who came a half hour later. When he 
was given the note he became excited 
and informed the hotel proprietor that 
Miss Robinson had announced that she 
intended to commit suicide. Alderman 
Upehurch and Dr. Meadows, proprietor 
of the hotel, went to Miss Robinson's 
room, broke in the door, found the wo- 
man partially in a stupor and sent for 
a physician. She said she had taken a 
half grain of morphine. She had taken 
two grains. Miss Robinson formerly lived 
here and was employed in the telephone 
exchange. 

Heroic treatment was resorted to by 
the physicians and in a few hours Miss 
Robinson was again in good health, 
though somewhat sleepy and drowsy. 
She declined to assign any reason for 
swallowing the drug. She rapidly re- 
gained full control of her faculties and 
left for Atlanta on the 7:45 train this

We want to see a law 
passed in every state of this great repub- 
lic that will require the death of every 
one who claims to be an anarchist, or 
who is in sympathy with anarchy, and 
require it on the spot where the scoun- 
drels are caught or found. No sickly 
sentiment must be allowed to control and 
warp our minds in this matter for a 
moment. The malady is the deadliest 
known in the wrold, and the remedy must 
be nothing short of the most terrible 
punishment that can be inflicted speed- 
ily.’’ 


WILL GO TO THE POLICE COURT. 


Charleston Will Try a New Deal with 
the Blind Tigers. 


Charleston, S. C., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—With the ratification of the ordin- 
ance, making it unlawful to sell liquor in 
Charleston, Mayor Smyth and Chief of 
Police Boyle’ are prepared to open war 
on the 500 blind tigers, and the keepers of 
these places will be required to pay heav- 
ily for the privilege of selling. A new 
experiment will be tried in dealing with 
the law-breakers. Cases will be made 
out by the police department and the deal- 
ers will be summoned t& appear before 
Recorder Jervey. There will be the same 
jury trial as was had in the state court, 
but a better jury system ll be operat- 
ej, and it is believed that e law-break- 
ers can be punished.

Houses will be built on the lots 
as they are called for and when an oc- 
cupant wishes to dispose of his farm he 
will have to sell it back to fhe associa- 
tion. The first settlement will be known 
as the Woman's League Settlement and 
Industrial Farm.

Mississippi Cotton Growers Want a 
Unity of Action. 

Jackson, Miss., September 12.—(Special) 
Representatives form thirty leading com- 
presses met here today and organized the 
Mississippi State Compress Association. 
The avowed objects of the association 
are to better the present methods of 
handling cotton, to secure uniformity and 
increased density for the compressed

SUFFRAGE PLAN IS'_ READY. 


Vommittee Has About Completed Its 
Full Report. 

Richmond, Va., September 12.—(Special) 
Fourteen out of the twenty democratic 
members of the suffrage committee have 
agreed upon a plan to be reported to the 
constitutional convention. There will be 
one more meeting at which there may be 
some slight modification. Senator Daniel, 
the chairman, is with the minority in op- 
position to the permanent understanding 
clause. The plan indorsed by the four- 
teen provides that all persons shall be 
entitled to vote who have resided in the 
state two years, in the county one year 
and in the precinct three months. 

After filling these requirements the 
voter must have paid a tax of at least $1 
on property owned by him or his wife or 
a poll tax of $1.50. 

From this requirement are exempted 
all who have fought in defense of the 
state or federal government, all who 
have had three months’ regular employ- 
ment in the precinct where they offer to 
vote, or who, when they offer to register, 
shall be able to explain the general na- 
ture of the duties of the various officers 
for whom he may at any time be en- 
titled to vote. 

The provision as to the payment of a 
poll tax as a prerequisite to voting shall 
not apply to any elector held prior to 
January 1, 1903, and no person who has 
served the army or navy of the United 
States, confederate states, or any state 
of the union shall be required to pay 
a poll tax before voting. 


COTTON SHORT IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Crop Is by No Means Up to the Ex- 
pectations. 

Jackson, Miss., Septesnber 12.—(Special) 
The weekly summary issued by the gov- 
ernment climate and crop service says 
that ‘‘the cotton crop, judging from cor- 
respondents’ reports, will be quite short.” 
This is rather surprising information to 
cotton factors in Mississippi and is di- 
rectly contradictory to conservative re- 
ports received from other sources, al- 
most forcing the conclusion that the sec- 
tion director for Mississippi has affiliated 
himself with the bullish side of the mar- 
ket. The correspondents’ reports received 
by the government bureau at Vicksburg, 
however, undoubtedly point to,.a crop 
‘“‘quite short,’’ but there are excellent 
reasons for believing that the govern- 
ment correspondents. are unduly pessi- 
mistic, and that their discouraging re- 
ports are not justified by existing condi- 
tions. Prominent cotton dealers say. that 
there has been some deterioration in the 
crop since the government monthly esti- 
mate was made public, the figures for 
this estimate having been compiled up to 
the 21st of August, but they are not ex- 
pecting a short crop. On the contrary, it 
is the general belief that Mississippi's 
‘crop will be fully 20 per cent larger than 
that of last year, and that the total yield 
will be between 1,400,000 and 1,600,000 bales.

By Wise Changes the Board Makes 
Room for 215 Children at a Very 
Small Additional Cost to the 
City—Names of the 
New Teachers. 


At a meeting of the board of'education 
yesterday steps were taken to provide 
accommodation for 215 of the children 
who were refused admission at the 
schools on account of lack of room. This 
will be accomplished with the addition 
of only three teachers and the renting 
of a few rooms near the school build- 
ings. 

The meeting was called by Viee Pres- 
ident Douglas in the absence of the 
president, Hon. Hoke Smith, but he ar- 
rived in time to preside at the meeting. 
It was called for the specific purpose of 
providing for the children who were shut 
out of the schools. This purpose was ac- 
ccmplished by changes in different 
schools as follows: 


On account of the great overflow at 


ized the finance committee to provide 
sufficient quarters for the accommodation 


of those for whom room could not be 
found in the buildings now in use. In 
case of failure the finance committee is 
to report to the president of the board. 
who will immediately call another meet- 
ing of the board, at which further action 
will be taken. 

At Walker street school there were 140 
applicants for the first grade—too many 
for the two first grades already existing 
there—while the attendance is_ rather 
light in the sixth grades. The two sixth 
grades were consolidated and Miss Melson 
retained as teacher of the consolidated 
grade. First grade C was established and 
will be quartered in the room gained by 
the consolidation of the two sixth grades. 
Miss Azile Simpson, who was elected to 
first grade B at West End school, was 
assigned to first grade C at Walker. 

A number of applicants for the fifth 
and sixth grades at Fair street school 
failed to get seats.

CENSUS OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Figures on the School, Militia and 
Voting Populations. 
Washington, September 12.—The census 
today issued a bulletin on the school, 
militia and voting populations in South 
Carolina. It shows 560,773 of school age, 
including 354 foreign born. Of the aggre- 
gate 218,323 are white and 342,450 are cole 
ored, and but 4 of the last named being 
negroes. There are 279,546 males of school 
age, of whom 279,368 are native born and 
110,775 are white. The total native white 
males of school.age is 110,598, of whom all 
but 1,848 are of native parents. Females 
of: school age number 281,227, all but 176 
being native born and 107.548 being white, 
Males of militia age aggregate 236,767, 
of whom all but 1,506 are native born and 
the total white number 106,406. Of the 
104,983 native white all but 2,685 are of 
native parentage, and of the 130,361 clagsi- 
fied as colored all but 78 are negroes, 
Males of voting age aggregate 283,326, all 
but 3,104 being native born and tne total 
white number 130,375. Of the 127,396 na- 
tive white all but 2,979 are of native 
parents, and all but 90 of the 159,950 clasgi- 

fied as colored are negroes,

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Maintaining American Honor. 

The action of Admiral Dewey and 
Rear Admiral Benham in holding that 
Rear Admiral Howison was ineligible 
to sit as a member of: the court of in- 
quiry charged with the investigation 
of the record of Rear Admiral Schley 
will be received with joy by the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

It is an earnest that American 
honor will be maintained. 

The country, after all, is not sd deep- 
ly concerned in the personal fortunes 
of either Rear Admiral Sampson or 
Rear Admiral Schley. What it is con- 
cerned in is the maintenance of our 
high standards of official rectitude, 
There has arisen a bitter controversy 
as to the relative claims of two dis- 
tinguished officers. There is reason 
to believe that the principals would 
have avoided the controversy that has 
resulted, but there were others whose 
purpose it was to foment disorder. 
In season and out of season the at- 
tack was kept up, until Rear Admiral 
Schley, stung by fire from the rear, 
felt called upon to ask for a court of 
inquiry. The secretary of the navy 
promised an impartial court; the de- 
velopment of the facts was all that 
the American people wanted. Wheth- 
er these facts leaned to the one side 
or to the other was a matter of indif- 
ference. 

In this critical moment grave 
charges were sprung against one of 
the rear admirals named to sit in the 
court. Overlooking the nice sense of 
honor that moves judges not to pre- 
side in cases where they had express- 
ed opinion, Rear Admiral Howison 
Clung to his appointment. That he 


- ghould have done so is as unfortunate 


for himself as it was alarming to the 
country. But, thank God, the Amer- 
ican spirit made itself manifest when 
the court, headed by Admiral Dewey, 
declared Howison’s ineligibility. 

Before such a court there should 
be no popular criticism of the case. 
It has established its ability to be 
fair, and American honor has been 
maintained. Whatever its. final deci- 
sion, after all the facts shall have 
been presented, will be accepted as 
putting an end to the controversy.

It is for the purpose of opening up 
this trade that The Constitution dis- 
patched its commissioner to the Far 
East. It is true that the field has 
been touchéd upon in consular re- 
ports, and that occasionally manu- 
facturers have gone over to gather 
points for business, but, somehow, all 
this information has been hidden un- 
der a bushel. An astonishing state- 
ment ig made by Consul McWade, of 
Canton, that there is not a single 
American mercantile representative 
in that section of China. The richest 
section of the Orient is the Yang-Tse 
valley, to which the consul alludes. 
The close of the occupation of Pekin, 
leading to a resumption of trade rela- 
tions, emphasized the moment as one 
favorable to opening the way. Mr. 
Ohl, free from conventionalism of 
state, and acting under the general 
inspiration of newspaper genius, can 
deal with all the questions involved 
in a most effective way. 

The people of the United States do 
not appreciate their lapse in mercan- 
tile instinct. We have already dealt 
with the remarks of Colonel &. H. 
Hinton, of Savannah, as to why we 
lost trade in South America. The 
Boston Journal, taking up the same 
general question, says that altogether 
the West Indies and South America 
buys about $50,000,000 of cotton fab- 
rics every year, and of this great 
amount we sell only about 2 per cent, 
or one-fiftieth, but we produce most 
of the cotton fibre from which the 
goods are made in Great. Britain, 
France or Germany. We have hun- 
dreds of mills, improved machinery 
and skillful labor. Our wretchedly 
small share of the cotton goods mar- 
ket in South America is one of the 
most discouraging aspects of Ameri- 
can trade. The vournal continues: 

In far-away China American cotton 
goods are much better known and much 
more largely sold than in the West India 
islands and the Latin-American republics. 
Of China’s imports of about $48,000,000 of 
cotton fabrics, like those made in the 
United States, Great Britain supplies 
nearly $21,000000 worth, Japan $12,000,000 
and the United States somewhat less than 
$10,000,000. Our share of the cotton trade 
of China is about 20 per cent, as com- 
pared with 2 per cent in Latin-America. 

If we can sell to China one-fifth of the 
$48,000,000 of cotton goods which she con- 
sumes, why can we not sell one-fifth or 
more of the $50,000,000 worth bought every 
year by our Latin neighbors of this con- 
tinent? This is a question which Amer- 
ican cotton manufacturers north and 
south ought very seriously to be asking. 
Their present pettv exports to South 
America are a discredit to the trade. 

While our Chinese trade is a little 
better than that to South America, it 
is still miserably small. Southern 
cotton mill men of intelligence are in 
real ignorance of the situation. With 
ho central organization to collate in- 
formation, they have been drifting 
aimlessly about. 

To clear away this darkness is the 
mission of The Constitution. 
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Usefulness of Voluntary Effort. 

The usefulness of voluntary effort 
in rescuing cities from deplorable mu- 
nicipal conditions cannot he vover- 
estimated. : 

When politicians are no longer re 
sponsive to the wishes of the people, 
the only remedy is in the hands of 
the pecple themselves. By devoting 
a few days to cleaning out the stables 
about election time, they can estab-. 
lish the feasibility of many things 
about which politicians hesitated. 
There are a number of examples 
showing that the people may triumph 
if they will. 

In Chicago the Voters’ League un- 
dertook to break the ring which had 
long ruled the city. and plundered the 
treasury and tax payers. After a 
long fight, a transformation was ac- 
complished, and today Chicago has 
the cleanest municipal assembly in 
the country. It is no longer possible 
to railroad legislation through, and 
the public service qgorporations, once 
all powerful and insolent, cannot ob- 
tain favors for the mere asking or 
by buying a few aldermen. 

The Merchants’ Association of San 
Francisco has broken the power of 
the evil and unclean gangs and placed 
the city on a healthy foundation. San- 
itary conditions are improved, streets, 
parks and public affairs genefally are 
better cared for. 

In New York the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation knocked out the greatest mu- 
nicipal steal ever attempted—that of 
the Ramapo Company, involving $200,- 
600,000. 

In Cleveland the Municipal Associa- 
tion achieved desirable results from 
the beginning and since the election 
of the present mayor has brought 
about a better administration of the 
streets, which are cleaner. than ever 
before, the smoke nuisance is being 
abated, and the public service cor- 
porations are being compelled to bear 
their share of the burden of public 
expense. 

In Chicago the Anti-noise Associa- 
tion made a strong fight for peace and 
quiet, but Bathhouse John beat them 
in the first oattle. In Boston the As- 
sociation of Harmony procured the 
passage of an ordinance establishing 
a standard for every form of street 
music. Applicants for musical license 
must show to the satisfaction of a 
committee of experts that the music 
they severally dispense is the best of 
its kind. 

Whenever people cry out about the 
failure of government, they have only 
themselves to blame. If they will but 
take charge of affairs they can bring 
about a speedy revolution. 


College Athletics, 


Discussing the statistics recently 
compiled by Dr. James W. Whiton, an 
alumnus of Yale college, of the class 
of 1853, showing the value of college 
athletics upon the physical develop- 
ment of the student, The New York 
Times makes this interesting com- 


ment: . 

Enthusiasts in the matter of intercolle- 
giate contests have perhaps been misled 
by the statistics compiled by Dr. James 
W. Whiton, an alumnus of Yale of the 
class of 1853, which show that at the end 
of nearly forty-nine years 46.29 per cent 
of that strenuous class are living in good 
health, and that of the twenty-seven stu- 
dents who took part in the first Yale-Har- 
vard boat race 565.55 per cent survive. Of 
the Harvard class of that year only 44.44 
per cent survive, but this is a relatively 
large proportion. The average age of the 
survivors of these classes cannot be far 
from 70 years, and the fact that so 
many are still living is put to the credit 
of college athletics. 

No doubt it should be, but the athletics 
which belonged to college life in 1853 
were something very different from those 
which are the outgrowth of the intense 
| rivalries recent years. Fifty . years

Con- 
testants for intercollegiate honors in ath- 
letic events, when these were held, were 
chosen by a process of natural selection. 
Professional trainers were unknown, and 
80 was everything like special prepara- 
tion for an event which was of mo- 
mentary interest, but of no especial sig- 
nificance one way or the othera The San- 
itarian, in a discussion of this subject, 
says: “In the earlier days college ath- 
letics had more of nature and spontaneity 
and less of science and artificiality. There 
were no hired trainers, but the boys pre- 
pared for their races in a sensible way 
and did not faint in their boat or go to 
pieces through nervous strain, or curl up 
and cry Hysterically when beaten.”’ 

No doubt the consensus of expert medi- 
cal opinion would be found strongly op- 
posed to the present system of extreme 
training for events which is the curse of 
collegiate athletics.’ The judgment of the 
young men in the matter of what is good 
for them is of very little value. In many 
instances the college spirit is so strongly 
developed that half of those who go into 
training for intercollegiate events would 
be glad to win success at the cost of 
many good years.of after life. They 
might not make this choice deliberately, 
but so intense are the rivalries engen- 
dered and so eager the contestants for 
the momentary honors of victory that 
those who are selected to defend the col- 
lege colors in athletic contests *would in 
every instance take large chances. of do- 
ing themselves permanent injury rather 
than suffer defeat. 

This point which The New York 
Times makes is well taken. Under 
proper regulation on the part of the 
college authorities much good may 
be derived from college athletics, but 
there can be no doubt of the fact 
that in many of our institutions of 
learning the “craze’”’ is carried entire- 
ly too far,

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The Truth Stated. 

In printing a letter elsewhere “rom 
Rev. H. B. Dacoster, of Jacksonville, 
we do so for the purpose of showing 
that colored leaders are arousing to 
the truth that they should no longer 
appear as apologists for crime. If 
they will leave the abolition of lynch- 
ing to the whites, and attend to the 
criminals of their own race, there 
will soon be found a plattorm upon 
which black and white may meet.

The 
remedy is simple. The white man, as 
the employer, has work to give out 
Beside this, there are farming, mer- 
cantile and manufacturing opportuni- 
ties abroad. Let the negro go to 
work. Let colored preachers organize 
a crusade against the loafer. Do not 
tolerate him. Do not support him. 
Such a campaign would do more than 
all the legislation and court proceed- 
ings in the world. 

There is no fear of the workingman. 
He can be trusted. But there is fear 
of the vagrant. He is the man that 
reaches the rope’s end, either lawful- 
ly or unlawfully. 

The Man with Knowledge. 

One of the queer developments of 
the Buffalo tragedy is the outcropping 
of the man with knowledge. 

A railroad conductor out west 
heard the original plot for the assas- 
Cincinnati 
has a citizen whose knowledge that 
the president would be attacked is 
very minute. There are half a dozen 
men in Cleveland who have carried 
the dread secret in their bosoms, and 
now hasten to tell ail about it. Chicago 
is full of men by whom the president 
could have been warned had they 
thought about it. The man with fore- 
knowledge is to be found all the way 
from San Francisco to the ancient 
town of Salem. ‘ 

These men claim to have had infor- 
mation, and yet failed to inform the 
officers of the law. If the officers 
would not listen to the charges, then 
the more shame on them. There 
should be no tolerance with the vapor: 
ings of anarchists and disturbers., 
Failure to enforce the laws we have 
is one of our worst | faults.

Must Maintain the Law.

We are reduced, therefore, to the con- 
clusion that our most effective legal 
remedy is to lengthen the term of im- 
prisonment for incendiary talk; and 
surely no one can hope for very large re- 
sults from such a step.

ECHOES FROM PEOPLE. 


The Planets and the Moon. 

Editor Constitution—Some time back you 
were kind enough to print letters from me on 
the subject of the “Cold Saturday,” “‘The So- 
lar Eclipse,"’ and other simular matters. Ow- 
ing to the peculiar position and present move- 
ments of certain planets, the heavens are now 
presenting so very interesting a spectacle that 
I have thought many of your readers might be 
interested if special attention be called to it. 

All of the planets are now visible, or will 
be before the end of September. Venus is now 
evening star in or near the constellation 
Virgo; and sets a little more than an hour 
after the sun, Venus is much brighter than 
Jupiter; she gives out nearly ten times as 
much light as Jupiter, although a smaller plan- 
et, because she is nearer to the sun and to the 
earth than Jupiter, ¢ 

Stars Now in Sight. 
By the end of September Mercury will be 


also visible, low down in the horizon near 
to Venus; but Mercury is nearer to the sun, 


and, of course, more obscure in the bright- 
ness of the evening twilight than Venus is. 
It is rare that both of these stars can be seen 
at this season of the year so early In the even- 
ing when the weather is pleasant and the sky 
is often clear and all conditions for observation 
favorable. 

Mars is also evening star in the constella- 
tions Libra and Scorpio. He {is on the oppo- 
site side of his orbit and is now distant from 
the earth more than double the radius of the 
earth’s orbit; and for that reasqn Mars is not 
at his brightest, but gives his faintest light. 
Just after nightfall on the evening of Septem- 
ber 16 the moon will pass between us and 
the planet Mars, and will completely occlude 
or eclipse Mars. 

If you examine the heavens in the twilight 
or immediately after dark, {in a good situation 
where the view extends down to the western 
horizon, after finding Venus and Mars, and 
by the end of the month Mercury also, then 
turn your attention to the south about half 
way between the zenith and the southern hor 
izon in the constellation Sagittarius, the two 
magnificent planets, Jupiter and Saturn, will be 
visible, Jupiter being much the brighter of the 
two, but Saturn being decidedly brighter than 
the fixed stars, They are both also easily dis- 
tinguishable by their steady light—because all 
the fixed stars twinkle, while the planets do 
not, 

A Curious Movement Noted. 

I have been watching these two planets, Ju- 
piter and Saturn, sincé June, There has been 
some retrograde or !rregularity in their appar- 
This arises from the fact that they 
are both many milifons of miles farther from 
the sun than the earth, and Saturn is many 
millions of miles farther from the sun than 
The earth goes around the sun in 
Jupiter in about twelve years and 
For 
and 


ent motion.

one year; 
Saturn in twenty-nine and a half years. 
brevity I throw off fractions. But they 
the earth are all traveling in thelr orbits east- 
ward around the sun. The earth traveling 
round the semi-circle on that side in so much 
shorter time than they, caused them to appear 
during the summer as if they were moving 
night after night toward the west along the 
vault of the heavens, but in reality thelr true 
motion in space is to the east. And now from 
this on, the earth having arrived at that part 
of its orbit where it will be moving nearly 
perpendicularly away from Jupiter and Saturn; 
their apparent motion will presently be the 
same as their true motion, and they will stead- 
fly night after night come nearer together. 
Jupiter will gradually overtake Saturn and 
will pass very near to him about the middle 


of November. 
A Conjunction of a Century. 

There will be a night or two just before the 
full moon in November when the moon will 
pass along very near to Jupiter and Saturn, 
when those two planets are nearly together; 
and at that time those three magnificent heav- 
enly bodies will be nearer together in the 
vault of the heavens than they have been at 
any time for a hundred years, or will be 
again in a like period for the future, 80 as 
to be easily and plainly visible early In the 
night, when everybody is awake and when the 
weather will probably be such as that lovers 
of such studies can easily observe them, It 
will be, I think, quite interesting to watch 
these phenomena night after night until the 
spectacle culminates at the date mentioned in 
November. Just before the full moon in Sep- 
tember, also in October, the same conjunc- 
tion of these planets and the moon will oc- 
cur, but though the three will be near, both 
in September and October, yet they will 16 
nearest, as stated, just before the full moon 
in November. 

My own attention was called to this matter 
from notices I have seen from time to time 
in The Scientific American, and possibly other 
technical journals. In case a like’ interest 
should be manifested by your readers and they 
write you on the subject so as to throw any 
additional light, I hope you will publish the 
same in your much read columns. 

The planet Uranus may be seen in the even- 
ing in the constellation Scorpio and Neptune 
may be seen in the early morning in the con- 
stellation Gemini, But these two, though very 
large planets, are so far from the sun and 
far from the earth that they can hardly te 
seen without a good telescope. 

I have somewhere met with the statement 
that in remote Chinese tradition, or history; 
there is an account of a wonderful conjunction 
of five planets. Can any of our learned astron- 
omers tell us about that? Respectfully,

The crisis is very rarely 
a matter of a few hours during which 
the suspended balance may incline to 
either side, and after “which there is 
either no more danger or no more hope.

Counting the Votes. 

The votes were counted in the gov- 
ernor’s office by Dr. 8S. C. Durban, of 
Augusta, chairman of the state board of 
pharmacy, representing Dr. Payne; W. 
S. Elkin, Jr., president of the State Phar- 
maceutical Association, representing Dr. 
Arrington, and C. M. Hitch, executive 
secretary, representing the governor. 

There were 262 votes allowed by the 
counting board, though there were many 
others sent in. “When the governor de- 
termined to adopt this method of ascer- 
taining the choice of the association he 
wrote to the secretary for a certified list 
of all the members so that he could keep 
track of the ballots. Many tried to vote, 
claiming they were members of the asso- 
ciation, but it is safe to say that no il- 
legal ballot slipped through. If a man’s 
name was not on the list furnished by 
the secretary, his vote did not go. 

It was found in counting the vote yes- 
terday that a number had voted whose 
names were not on the certified list fur- 
nished by the secretary, and some others 
had sent in votes who were not mem- 
bers of the association. All such votes 
were thrown out in making the count. 

Will Appoint Dr. Payne. 

Governor Qandler will formally an- 
nounce the appointment of Dr. Payne to- 
day. His present term does not expire 
until November, but there has been much 
anxiety with regard to the matter, and 
an effort was made to have the governor 
order a count some time ago. 

At the last meeting of the State Phar- 
maceutical Association five Georgia phar- 
macists were named and from this list, 
in accordance with the law, it was re- 
quired that the governor select a member 
of the state board of pharmacy to suc- 
ceed Dr. Payne for a term of five years. 

A warm fight for the position sprung 
up between Dr. Payne and Dr. Arrington. 
Finally all of those named by the asso- 
ciation dropped out of the race with the 
exception of Payne and Arrington. The 
friends of each of these declared that his 
man was the almost unanimous choice of 
the ,association. The governcr listened 
to arguments pro and con for some time 
and finally told those interested they 
would have to settle the fight among 
themselves before he would make an ap- 
pointment It was soon apparent that 
this could not be done. The idea of the 
election then occurred to Governor Can- 
ler, and it was had with the result 
stated.

It is the accepted belief among the offi- 
cers of the road that the cause of the éen- 
gine’s leaving the track was a defective 
flange which was also broken.

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It is now highly probable that all dairy- 
men who sell milk in Atlanta will be re- 
quired to pay a license tax of 20 cents 
every three months for each cow that 
supplies the milk which they dispose of 
to the city customers. 

It is also proposed that no one shall 
be allowed to bring into the city or to 
offer for sale milk in wagons with farm 
produce, meats, slops or such other ar- 
ticles that might contaminate the milk. 
Milk from cows that are permitted to 
drink sewer branch water will not be al- 
lowed to be disposed of within the city 


limits. 

This matter was taken up by the board 
of heaith and the mayor some time ago, 
and was finally referred to a special com- 
mittee of the board for consideration. Dr. 
B. W. Bizgzell, chairman of that commit- 
tee, appeared before the tax committee 
of council yesterday afternoon and sub- 
mitted some suggestions regarding the 
matter, which the committee intends em- 
bodying in an ordinance which is to be 
drawn by the city attorney and sent to 
council with the recommendation that it 
be adopted. 

It is estimated that there are fully 600 
dairymen in this and other counties who 
sell milk in Atlanta. It is also estimated 
that each of these dealers have an aver- 
age of five cows. According to the sug- 
gestions of the health board committee 
the license tax on each cow should be 80 
cen 3s a year, and this would bring in an 
income of about $2,400 annualiy to the 
city. 

Suggestions Are Submitted 

Dr. Bizzell, in submitting the ideas of 
the committee, stated that the money to 
be derived from t.: milk dealers in the 
way of license would be sufficient to pay 
the salaries of inspectors, whose duty it 
would be to see that the dairies of the 
milk men were kept in perfect sanitary 
condition, and that the milk sold in At- 
lan.a was absolutely pure. 

‘The standard required of milk in this 
city,’”’ said Dr. Bizzell, .s very low, and 
no dealer should have any difficulty 
whatever in supplying his customers with 
milk which could pass the test.”’ 

The members of the tax committee, af- 
ter hearing from Dr. Bizzell, announced 
that they would ake the matter under 
advisement with the understanding that 
a suitable ordinance would be prepared 
embodying ail. the suggestions made bv 
the committee from the health board and 
the mayor.

Duggar, is making a special! study of the 
disease, anthracnose, which has recently 
made its appearance to so great an extent 

in the Georgia cotton fields. 

In reply to the letter sent by Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture O. B. Stevens ask- 
ing the department to send an expert to 
Georgia to take the matter up, the follow-

HEALTH BOARD MEETS TODAY. 
Rules for the Government of the City 
Health Officer To Be 
Adopted. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon the regular 
meeting of the board of health will be 
held. Chief among the matters that are 
coming up for consideration will be the 
rules for the government of the city 
health officer, which were prepared Wed- 
nesday afternoon by the committee on 
vital statistics and the committee on san- 

itary affairs. 

The rules formulated at that meeting 
will be sent to the board for ratification. 
In the event they are adopted they will 
then be transmitted to council with the 
recommendation that they be embodie« 
in an ordinance which that body will be 
requested to adopt. 

In connection with the rules for the 
health officer it is highly probable that 
members of the board will insist that 
the office of that official be located in 
the city hall building as near the office 
of the board of health as possible. At 
present the health officer has quarters 
in the Empire building under a lease for 
a vear. The office rent amounts to 
about $37 a month. ; 

The offices have been furnished at an 
expense of $219.88 and, if rumor be cor- 
rect, they will be the object of discus- 
sion during the meeting of the board 
this afternoon. The vouchers for this 
amount are now in the hands of one 
of the members of the board, and it is 
understood that the check has been held 
up until after the board meting. A 
prominent member of the board intimated 
yesterday that he thought the bill en- 
tirely too high.

Some months ago a contract for these 
valves were let to a firm, which had not 
yet filed any bond, and has only supplied 
the board with a few dozen valves for 
testing purposes.

Wade O'Callaghan, the juvenile crim- 
{nal, is still confined at the police bar- 
racks 


Yesterday afternoon when he was ar- 
raigned before the recorder there was 
added to his many other crimes the 
charge of stealing a cow. 

In all the history of the police there 
has never been such a case of juvenile 
depravity up for investigation as that of 
Wade O'Callaghan. The boy, who claims 
to be only 9 years of age, has committed 
burglary, arson, forgery, robbery and 
cattle stealing. It is said, however, by 
the officers of the law, that he is over 
12 years of age, an] they bave introduced 
the statement from a public school teach- 
er that he entered the school in 1894 and 
as he had to enter the school when he was 
6 years of age he would now be at least 
12 years of age. 

The question of the boy’s age is a very 
important one, as the criminal law of 
Georgia prohibits the prosecution of a 
child for crime that is under 10 years of 
@ge. It was this law that kept Wade 
. {from prosecution in the pest. 

+ As was stated in The Constitution yes- 
terdsy, the youthful criminal burglarized 
and set fire to a church in Inman Park 
three years ago. He subsequently burg- 
Jarized the Boulevard: school, burglar- 
ized the natatorium, passed five forged 
ehecks in Macon and stole a box of tobac- 
‘co from the wholesale grocery store of 
J.J. & J. E. Maddox. 
After his arrest Wednesday afternoon 
P. Gower tnformed the police that 
Wade had stolen a cow from a vacant lot 
and attempted to sell it at a slaughter 
pen, stating that his father owned the 
cow and wanted to sell it. 
*. Recorder Broyles tried the youthful 
scriminal yesterday afternoon in the cow- 
tealing case and sent him to the Tower 
in default ef a bond of $200. 
’ The recorder said that if there was 
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WADE O’CALLAGHAN. 
This youth is the strongest argu- 
ment yet produced for a juvenile 
reformatory. 
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ever a case for the juvenile reformatory, 
that of Wade O'Callaghan was one. 

“If this boy keeps on,’’ the recorder 
remarked, “he will be the mcst notorious 
thief on record. Three or four times he 
has been before me and he has always 
escaped because his parents swore that 
he was under 10 years of age. We now 
have proof that he is nearly 18, and he 
will be punished as he should be.”’

| AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


. The proposition of the Young Men's 
Democratic League of Atlanta to invite 
‘all the candidates for governor to ap- 
pear before the league and the people of 
fulton county to discuss state issues has 
caused some little talk among politicians. 
As the invitation has not yet been issued. 
but is merely in prospect, none of them 
@re willing to say what the candidates 
May or may not do when the time comes, 

A friend of Attorney General Terrell's 
and a gentleman who is well acquainted 
with the other candidates in the race ex- 
pressed the opinion yesterday that they 
would not accept the invitation at the 
present time at least, and probably not 
before next year. 

“You are not going to get any of the 
candidates for governor into any joint 
debates this year,’’ he said, “though 
there may be a little cross-firing on the 
stump next spring. I think the candi- 
dates would be far more likely to ac- 
cept such an invitation a few months be- 
fcre the primary than they would now. 
In the first place, so far as Mr. Terrell 
is concerned, he has not yet made his 
formal announcement, and I am satisfied 
he will not begin his campaign through 
the state until the beginning of the year, 
rrhaps not until some time in the spring. 
Three candidates have already announc- 
ed, but they are watching Terrell, and I 
do not think they would come here to 
discuss the issues unless Mr. Terrell 
spoke also.

Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of the de- 
partment of agriculture, will go to Tal- 
lulah Falls next week to attend the Tal- 
lulah Falls and Blue Ridge exposition, to 
be held there from September 17 to 20, 
inclusive.

The railroad commission is making an 
investigation looking to locating short 
railroads in the state which are doing 
the business of common carriers without 
subjecting themselves to the rules of the 
commission. _There are several of these 
short lines, especially in the southern 
part of the state, built particularly to 
haul pine timber that have grown into 
lines of importance to their section and 
which are doing regularly the business 
of common carriers. These are not cases 
in which complaints have been made, 
but roads which have been doing busi- 
ness in a quiet way without being clas- 
sified by the commission. In many cases 
these little roads, some of them only 10 
to 30 miles in length, are advertised elab- 
orately in the railway guide, the names 
of their officials and directors being 
given. The officials connected with these 
roads frequently apply to the big lines 
for passes. and in many instances they 
get them. 

A story is told in this connection of a 
little road in Georgia that had a high 
sounding name, but which was. only 
about 10 miles in length. It is said the 
whole line was practically owned by the 
president, and that his principal object 
was to secure railroad passes on other 
lines. On one occasion, it is related, he 
wrote to the president of one of the big 
northern trunk lines asking for an annual 
pass as an exchange of courtesy. The 
reply he received was somewhat on this 
line: 

“Please quote us a price on your road. 
We have concluded it would probably be 
cheaper to buy it than to furnish the an- 
nual pass requested.”’

common carriers, it will require them 
to conform to the rules of the commis- 
sion under a clasification and a tariff that 
will be fixed for them.

Voters in Atlanta now have but two 
days in which to register for the white 
primary election which occurs on the 26th 
of the month. 

The registration books will close to- 
morrow evening. That a great deal of 
interest is being manifested in the city 
campaign is clearly evidenced. by the 
large number of citizens who daily regis- 
ter to vote in the primary. 

Registrar A. P. Stewart announced last 
evening that 400 tax payers had regis- 
tered yesterday. The same number regis- 
tered on Wednesday, and last Tuesday 
500 names were added to the registration 
bcoks. It is confidently believed that when 
election day rolls around there will be 
more than 6,000 men entitled to vote for 
aldermen and councilmen. 

To Weed Out Duplicates. 

Of course there will be a number of 
duplicate registrations to weed out, and 
the clerks in the cofinty tax collector's 


office will doubtless have a busy time 
getting the voting lists in shape for the 
managers and clerks of the polls. 

Those who were registered to vote in 
the water bond election, which was held 
in the spring, will not have to register 
again for the primary, but all who have 
not registered since the first of the year 
must do so before Saturday evening in 
order to take part {fn the election, which 
is to occur in just thirteen more days. 

Tax Collector Stewart has already es- 
tablished branch registration offices in 
various parts of the city for the conve- 
nience of tax pavers who might not 
have the opportunity to call at the court 
house in order to place their names on 
the registration books. The plan has 
been a great success, and it is probable 
that it will be carried out each year 
hereafter.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, September 12.—The news from 
Buffalo was practically eliminated as an in- 
fluence from the stock market today for the 
first time since the event of |ast Friday. The 
coming bank statement bégan to loom big on 
the horizon, as tomorrow's preliminary figures 
of the week’s cash movements will allow some 
estimate of what the showing will be. In the 
item of loans, however, the statement itself 
on Saturday will have to be awaited. Appar- 
ently there can be no escape from a weak 
statement on both scores. The banks have 
lost cash on the interior movement during 
the week, but the drain to the sub-treasury 
has been sensibly diminished. Large payments 
have been made to the banks on account of 
Australian and Klondike gold, and the diver- 
sion of internal revenue receipts into. bank de- 
posits is apparently beginning to affect the 
account with the government institution. The 
increase in government deposits from this 
source is to be distributed ultimately 
among the banks throughout the country: that 
have bonds with the treasury to secure them. 
But the bulk of the payments to the govern- 
ment are made in New York, and consequently 
they will be deposited temporarily in New 
York banks, having what are called ‘‘live ac- 
counts’’ with the government, and so may 
affect the showing of the banks this week. The 
acceptances by the secretary of the treasury 
of tenders of government bonds were not 
known after the market closed today, and the 
payments for these bonds are too late to 
figure in this week’s bank statement anyhow. 
Yesterday's feeling of skepticism of the 
ficacy of this measure to give such relief to 
the money market as would benefit speculation 
in stocks was deepened today, and the ad- 
ditional sharp rise in the bia prices of govern- 
ment bonds on call increased the doubt as to 
tenders being made at prices at which the sec- 
retary would be inclined to accept in any 
large amount. The expressed unwillingness 
of the secretary to offer any considerabie ponus 
to owners of bonds to induce them tv sell in- 
fluenced this feeling, which was a considerable 
factor in the heaviness and uncertainty which 
pervaded the market all day. The st. Paul 
dividend episode was disconcerting to a part 
of speculators who had made very confident 
predictions of an increase in the dividend and 
had bought stock on the strength of their be- 
lief. Their most plausible argument was 
that at the time the St. Paul authorities re- 
jected the offer from Northern Pacific, which 
was afterwards accepted by burlington, assur- 
ances were given to stockhokiers that : they 
would fare as well as though the offer had 
been accepted. Republic Steel was particu- 
larly weak as an effect of the poor showing 
of the annual report, and Amalgamated Cop- 
per was under conspicuous pressure all day. 
Sugar was sold ostensibly on account of the 
close of the fruit canning season. Other price 
movements of any considerable extent were in 
stocks of little prominence.

tion to him. Indeed, so entirely has his 
wonderful individuality absorbed the two 
characters of Bob Acres and Rip Van 
Winkle, I believe that, as far as the 
American people are concerned, these 
characters will die with Jefferson, only 
to be revived in a generation when the 
genius of Jefferson will be unknown ex- 
cept in the pages of dramatic history.
